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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  University 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Because  of  the  change  which  has  been  made  in  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  University  this  report  deals  with  a  fifteen  month 
period — from  April  1,  1949  until  June  30,  1950.  This  change 
makes  it  possible  for  the  treasurer  to  report  on  the  financial 
status  of  the  University  at  the  end  of  a  full  year  of  operation. 
It  also  gives  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  academic  progress 
of  the  University  when  the  work  of  the  winter  session  had  been 
fully  completed.  From  both  points  of  view  it  is  welcomed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees 

The  following  are  the  appointments  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1949  and  again  in  1950 
Dr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  and  Dr.  J  .M.  Farrell  were  re-elected  chair¬ 
man  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Board  respectively  for  a  year. 
In  1949  Mr.  D.  I.  McLeod,  Dr.  James  A.  Poison  and  Dr.  R.  M. 
Smith  were  re-elected  by  the  Board  for  a  four  year  term  and 
Mr.  J.  B.  Stirling  for  a  three  year  term,  and  in  1950  Mrs.  James 
A.  Richardson,  Dr.  J.  M.  Farrell  and  Dr.  W.  E.  McNeill  were  re¬ 
elected  for  a  four  year  term  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Newman  for  a  three 
year  term.  The  benefactors  re-elected  Dr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  and 
Mr.  D.  A.  Gillies.  The  University  Council  re-elected  Dr.  J.  E. 
McAskill  and  Mr.  A.  G.  MacLachlan.  The  graduates  re-elected 
Mrs.  H.  B.  Campbell  and  elected  Dr.  J.  O.  Baker  of  Edmonton. 
(Mr.  J.  A.  Edmison,  who  is  now  a  member  of  staff,  was  no  longer 
eligible  as  a  member  of  the  Board.)  The  Theological  College 
re-elected  Dr.  G.  A.  Brown  for  a  year  both  in  1949  and  1950. 


Staff 

This  has  been  a  year  of  very  heavy  losses.  During  the 
summer  and  autumn  of  1949  Dr.  G.  Spencer  Melvin,  Dr.  Gordon 
Sinclair,  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce  and  Dr.  Marcel  Tirol,  four  very  able 
colleagues,  were  removed  by  death,  and  Professor  Brovedani, 
and  Mr.  Gordon  Smith  during  the  winter,  resigned  under  medical 
advice.  Dr.  Melvin,  in  his  position  as  dean  of  medicine  (from 
which  he  had  resigned  shortly  before  his  death)  and  as  head 
of  the  department  of  physiology  over  a  period  of  thirty  years, 
had  won  the  affection  and  esteem  of  his  colleagues  to  an  unusual 
degree.  His  courage  during  a  long  illness  was  an  inspiration  to 
all  who  knew  him.  Dr.  Gordon  Sinclair  had  been  head  of  the 
department  of  biochemistry  for  twelve  years,  and  had  won  for 
himself  in  his  special  field  of  research  a  very  high  reputation. 
It  is  a  tribute  to  his  work  in  his  community  that  a  new  school 
has  been  named  after  him.  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce  was  a  geologist  of 
world  renown,  who  attracted  graduate  students  from  many  lands. 
As  head  of  the  department  of  geology,  as  Miller  research  pro¬ 
fessor,  and  as  chairman  of  the  graduate  studies  committee,  he 
has  left  his  mark  on  this  University.  Dr.  Tirol  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  department  of  French  for  nineteen  years.  He  had  a 
special  interest  in  French  Canadian  literature,  and  he  became 
a  very  valuable  link  between  Queen's  and  Quebec.  His  en¬ 
thusiasms  were  infectious  and  stimulating. 

Professor  Brovedani,  who  now  resides  in  South  America, 
was  head  of  the  department  of  Spanish  for  thirty-five  years. 
He  was  a  very  successful  teacher  and  his  colourful  personality 
is  greatly  missed.  Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison,  who  had  been  head  of 
the  department  of  English  for  six  years  accepted  a  position  in 
the  University  of  Michigan.  His  reputation  as  an  Elizabethan 
scholar  added  prestige  to  this  University.  Mr.  Gordon  Smith 
had  occupied  the  posts  of  secretary  of  the  alumni  association, 
secretary  to  the  Council,  endowment  officer  and  treasurer  and 
secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  His  painstaking  and  loyal 
service  to  Queen's  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Among  the  changes  that  have  taken  place,  several  senior 
positions  have  been  filled.  Dr.  G.  H.  Ettinger  has  been  appointed 
dean  of  the  faculty  of  medicine,  and  head  of  the  department  of 
physiology.  Mr.  A.  R.  C.  Duncan  has  been  appointed  head  of

the  department  of  philosophy,  and  Dr.  Julian  Blackburn  head  of 
the  department  of  psychology.  These  latter  two  departments  have 
now  been  separated,  as  they  have  only  limited  common  interest. 
Tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  work  of  Brother  Philip  who  for  two 
years  had  taken  responsibility  for  the  work  in  psychology.  The 
departments  of  geology  and  mineralogy  will  now  be  united,  and 
Dr.  Hawley  will  act  as  chairman  for  a  year,  assuming  at  the 
same  time  the  Miller  memorial  research  professorship.  Pro¬ 
fessor  H.  Alexander  was  appointed  head  of  the  department  of 
English  and  Dr.  Hilda  Laird  head  of  the  department  of  German. 
Dr.  Edwin  Robertson  was  on  leave  for  six  months  from  January 
1,  1950  on  exchange  with  Dr.  J.  C.  Moir,  the  professor  of  ob¬ 
stetrics  and  gynaecology  of  Oxford  University,  who  has  taken 
his  place  at  Queen's  University  and  the  Kingston  General  Hos¬ 
pital  for  that  time.  Dr.  Reginald  Trotter  has  been  on  sabbatical 
leave  to  complete  a  book  on  which  he  has  been  engaged  for 
some  time.  Dr.  J.  E.  Hodgetts  has  had  leave  to  carry  on  further 
studies  in  Oxford  under  a  Nuffield  Fellowship. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  conditions  of  teaching  and 
research  are  being  restored  almost  to  normal.  The  exception  is 
in  the  third  and  fourth  years  in  applied  science,  where  the 
pressure  is  still  very  heavy.  But  generally  speaking,  members 
of  staff  are  finding  time  again  to  engage  in  scholarly  work 
which  was  so  severely  interrupted  by  the  war  and  the  postwar 
pressure  of  students.  This  is  already  reflecting  itself  in  the  work 
which  is  being  done  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Encouragement  has  been  given  whenever  possible,  for 
a  university  which  is  not  pushing  forward  the  frontiers  of  knowl¬ 
edge  is  no  longer  alive.  The  list  of  publications  of  members  of 
staff,  which  is  given  in  this  report,  is  an  indication  of  the  vitality 
of  the  University.

Dr.  Trotter 
was  elected  to  the  board  of  editors  of  The  Journal  of  Modern 
History.  He  was  a  member  of  the  committee  on  scholarships 
appointed  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  National  Development 
in  the  Arts,  Letters  and  Sciences.  Dr.  E.  E.  Watson  was  elected 
to  serve  a  two  year  term  as  representative  for  the  Ottawa  Valley 
on  the  Council  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Physicists.  Dr. 
A.  S.  West  is  secretary  of  the  entomological  sub-committee  of 
the  standing  committee  of  forest  entomology  and  forest  path¬ 
ology,  Canadian  Society  of  Forest  Engineers  and  is  district  re¬ 
presentative  of  the  student  advisors  on  forestry  for  the  same 
society.  He  is  a  member  of  the  committee  on  forest  protection 
against  insects,  N.Y.  section  of  the  Society  of  American  Foresters. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  council  of  the  Entomological  Society 
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of  Ontario  and  is  consultant  of  the  entomological  research  panel 
of  the  Defence  Research  Board.  Dr.  D.  N.  White's  specialist 
qualifications  in  internal  medicine  and  neurology  have  been 
recognised  by  the  Ontario  College  of  Physicians  and  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  Canada.  Dr.  John  Wyllie  was  invited 
to  serve  on  the  research  advisory  committee  on  national  health 
grants  and  on  the  medical  advisory  committee  to  the  Dominion 
statistician. 

Convocations  and  Lectures 

The  spring  convocation  was  again  held  in  two  sections  on 
May  21,  1949,  applied  science  and  commerce  and  administration 
in  the  forenoon  and  theology  and  arts  in  the  afternoon.  At  both 
convocations  the  Chancellor,  Hon.  C.  A.  Dunning  presided  and 
Principal  Wallace  gave  an  address.  212  degrees  were  conferred 
on  students  in  applied  science,  and  112  degrees  in  commerce  in 
the  forenoon,  and  in  the  afternoon  2  degrees  in  theology,  385  in 
arts  and  2  diplomas  in  laboratory  technique.  The  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Professors  M.  B. 
Baker  and  S.  N.  Graham,  Mr.  R.  C.  Stanley  of  New  York  and 
Mr.  W.  B.  Timm  of  Ottawa  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  afternoon 
on  His  Honour,  Ray  Lawson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario, 
Professor  P.  G.  C.  Campbell  and  Mr.  S.  H.  McCuaig  of  Edmonton, 
and  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  on  Rev.  H.  W. 
Cliff  of  Kingston,  Rev.  D.  W.  Hay  of  Toronto  and  Rev.  C.  R.  F. 
MacLennan  of  New  Glasgow.  Honorable  Ray  Lawson  replied 
for  the  honorary  graduates  in  the  afternoon,  and  Mr.  Robert  C. 
Stanley  in  the  forenoon.  On  June  4  medical  convocation  was 
held  at  which  Principal  Wallace  presided  as  Vice  Chancellor 
and  gave  an  address.  43  students  received  the  degree  of  M.D., 
C.M.  and  one  student  the  degree  of  M.Sc.  in  Medicine.  Degrees 
in  nursing,  B.N.Sc.,  were  conferred  on  8  students  at  this  con¬ 
vocation  and  one  diploma  in  public  health.  The  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Dr.  Duncan  A.  Graham  of 
Toronto  who  gave  an  address  to  the  graduating  students. 

At  the  regular  autumn  convocation  on  October  15  the 
Chancellor  presided  and  conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  on  Mr.  E.  G.  Baker  and  on  Dr.  E.  J.  Pratt,  both  of 
Toronto.  Dr.  Pratt  replied  for  the  honorary  graduates  and  the 
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Principal  also  gave  an  address.  The  presentation  of  the  portrait 
of  Dr.  Aletta  Marty  was  made  by  Dr.  Hilda  Laird  on  behalf 
of  a  group  of  graduates  and  friends. 

A  special  convocation  was  held  on  June  20  when  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Sir  David 
Lindsay  Keir,  Vice  Chancellor  of  Queen's  University,  Belfast, 
Northern  Ireland,  and  on  Dr.  Ernest  Malherbe,  President  of  the 
University  of  Natal,  Pietermaritzburg,  South  Africa  ,who  were 
in  Canada  in  connection  with  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
of  the  Universities  of  the  British  Commonwealth.  It  was  a 
pleasure  as  well  to  have  as  guests  Dr.  Lilian  Penson,  Vice 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  London  and  Dr.  Robert  A.  Aitken, 
Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Otago,  New  Zealand.  All 
four  distinguished  visitors  addressed  convocation. 

At  another  special  convocation  on  October  29  the  Right 
Hon.  Philip  Noel-Baker,  Secretary  of  State  for  Commonwealth 
Relations  for  the  Government  of  the  United  Kingdom  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  and  spoke  on  Britain  and 
the  Commonwealth. 

On  May  20,  1950  two  convocations  again  were  held,  applied 
science  and  commerce  in  the  forenoon  at  which  302  degrees 
were  conferred  in  applied  science  and  78  in  commerce.  The 
honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Mr.  N  .R.  Crump, 
vice-president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  on  Mr.  J. 
R.  Timmins  of  Montreal,  and  the  honorary  degree  of  M.Sc.  was 
conferred  on  Mr.  S.  P.  Eagleson  of  the  National  Research  Council. 
Both  Mr.  Crump  and  Mr.  Timmins  addressed  the  graduating 
class.  In  the  afternoon  a  convocation  was  held  for  conferring 
degrees  in  theology  and  arts  and  physical  and  health  education. 
In  theology  2  degrees  were  conferred,  in  arts  336,  and  in  physical 
and  health  education  (B.P.H.E.)  5.  The  honorary  degree  of 
D.D.  was  conferred  on  Rev.  W.  A.  Beecroft  of  Wingham,  Ontario 
and  on  Rev.  A.  F.  Fokes  of  Shawville,  Quebec,  and  the  honor¬ 
ary  degree  of  LL.D.  on  Sir  Henry  Hallet  Dale  of  London,  England, 
on  Miss  Wilhelmina  Gordon,  who  was  honoured  on  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  Queen's  University  Alumnae  Association,  and 
on  Dr.  H.  B.  Speakman  of  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation. 
Sir  Henry  Dale  gave  the  address.  On  June  3,  1950  a  convocation 
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lor  conferring  degrees  in  medicine  and  nursing  science  was  held 
at  which  47  students  received  the  degree  of  M.D.,C.M.  and  5 
the  degree  of  B.N.Sc.  The  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred 
on  Dr.  C.  H.  Best  of  Toronto  who  addressed  the  graduating  class. 

At  the  General  Alumni  Association  annual  meeting  Dr.  J. 
A.  Corry  gave  the  address  on  the  situation  in  Western  Europe 
and  Mr.  M.  N.  Hay,  chairman  of  the  central  endowment  com¬ 
mittee,  gave  a  report. 

The  Chancellor's  lecturer  at  the  Queen's  Theological  Alumni 
conference  was  Dr.  W.  E.  McNeill  on  the  subject.  The  King's 
English.  Other  lecturers  at  the  conference  were  Professors  H. 
W.  Curran,  S.  M.  Gilmour,  H.  W.  Harkness,  Bruce  Rose,  Rev. 
Henry  Mick  and  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  H.  Schmitz. 

The  following  were  the  lecturers  and  their  subjects  in  the 
Monday  evening  popular  lecture  series  in  January  and  Feb¬ 
ruary.  The  Living  Landscape  (illustrated  with  coloured  slides) 
by  Professor  Pierre  Dansereau,  professor  of  biogeography, 
University  of  Montreal;  Science  and  Ethics  by  Professor  A.  R. 
— a  Writer  for  Today  by  Professor  Wilhelmina  Gordon,  associate 
C.  Duncan,  professor  of  philosophy.  Queen's  University;  Milton 
professor  of  English,  Queen's  University;  Our  Cellular  Selves 
(illustrated)  by  Dr.  Robert  Chambers,  professor  of  biology,  New 
York  University;  and  The  Workings  of  the  Human  Mind  by  Dr. 
Julian  M.  Blackburn,  professor  of  psychology,  Queen's  University. 

There  were  two  speakers  in  the  Brockington  Lecture  Series 
for  Students  after  dinners  held  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  Students 
Memorial  Union.  The  first  was  Mr.  Max  Freedman,  Washington 
correspondent  of  the  Winnipeg  Free  Press  whose  subject  was 
Washington  Politics  and  Foreign  Policy,  and  the  second  was 
Honourable  S.  K.  Kirpalani,  High  Commissioner  of  India  to  Can¬ 
ada  who  spoke  on  India. 

The  Remembrance  Day  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  A. 
M.  Laverty,  the  university  chaplain  and  the  address  was  given 
by  the  Principal.  The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  J.  S.  Thomson,  Dean  of  Divinity  of  McGill  University. 

Mr.  L.  W.  Brockington,  Rector  of  the  University,  gave  his 
rectorial  address  to  a  large  audience  of  students  in  Grant  Hall. 


Professor  A.  L.  Willoughby  of  University  College,  University 
of  London,  gave  a  lecture  on  Goethe  in  the  banquet  room  of  the 
Students  Memorial  Union. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Mackie,  professor  of  Scottish  history  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Glasgow,  gave  a  lecture  in  Convocation  Hall.

The  Students  of  Queens 

The  registration  for  the  year  was  2613.  There  has  been  a 
continuous  decrease  from  the  peak  of  3200  two  years  ago  to 
2900  last  year  and  to  2600  this  year.  There  are  still  some  800 
veteran  students  at  Queen's.  They  will  have  left,  most  of  them 
next  year,  and  practically  all  the  rest  the  year  after.  There  will 
be  financial  problems,  as  there  are  now,  with  the  smaller  number 
of  students,  to  which  the  trustees  and  the  endowment  committee 
are  giving  much  thought.  With  these  numbers  a  unity  of  student 
life  is  possible  which  large  numbers  make  it  very  difficult  to 
achieve.  That  unity,  and  that  cooperative  spirit,  has  been  a 
distinguishing  characteristic  of  Queen's. 

The  executive  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  had  several  prob¬ 
lems  with  which  to  deal.  Much  work  was  put  on  the  student 
health  plan,  in  which  surgical  care,  and  care  after  accidents 
would  be  provided  as  well  as  medical  and  hospital  treatment 
in  case  of  illness.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  limiting  of 
student  social  functions,  which  by  general  agreement  are  now 
too  numerous.  An  analysis  was  made  of  athletic  costs,  more 
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particularly  in  relation  to  intercollegiate  activities,  and  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made  to  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control  with  a 
view  to  the  better  control  of  expenditures.  A  very  worth  while 
new  venture  was  an  Open  House  at  Queen's,  where  on  an  after¬ 
noon  and  evening  the  buildings  were  open  to  the  public  and 
demonstrations  were  made  of  the  interesting  activities  in  the 
academic  life  of  the  students.  This  was  organized  and  carried 
through  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  and 
proved  to  be  successful  beyond  all  expectation.  It  should  become 
an  annual  event. 

The  problem  of  student  housing,  which  was  serious  during 
the  immediate  postwar  years,  is  easing  off.  For  married  veterans 
there  are  the  suites  in  the  temporary  quarters  at  La  Salle 
Barracks.  They  are  still  fully  occupied,  and  will  continue  to  be 
occupied  for  probably  two  years,  if  a  lease  can  be  secured  for 
that  time.  The  present  lease  expires  in  1951.  The  University 
gave  up  in  1949  the  accommodation  which  the  Aluminum  Com¬ 
pany  of  Canada,  Ltd.  had  very  kindly  provided  in  the  hutments 
immediately  west  of  their  industrial  factory.  Unmarried  men 
students  have  no  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  rooms  in  town  but 
accommodation  for  married  veterans  is  still  not  easy  to  obtain. 
Our  greatest  problem  is  to  find  suitable  rooms  for  women 
students.  The  acquisition  of  Baker  House,  a  generous  gift  of 
Dr.  Manley  Baker,  has  been  of  great  help.  It  is  a  very  fine 
house  and  is  very  attractively  furnished.  Twenty-four  women 
students  were  housed  in  Baker  House  last  winter,  but  the  normal 
quota  may  be  twenty-one  or  twenty-two.  There  were  seventy- 
two  womn  students  at  La  Salle  Barracks.  The  accommodation 
is  not  what  we  would  wish,  and  it  is  important  that  space  be 
made  available  for  at  least  this  number  of  women  students 
under  more  favourable  conditions.  The  planning  committee  In 
connection  with  the  extension  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  is  giving  serious 
thought  to  various  ways  in  which  this  urgent  problem  can  be 
met.  It  does  not  appear  that  there  may  be  any  reduction  In 
the  number  of  women  students,  for  the  next  few  years  at  least. 

The  Royal  Military  College  authorities  found  it  necessary 
in  the  autumn  of  1949  to  use  all  the  dormitory  accommodation 
which  the  college  buildings  provided,  for  the  use  of  their  own 
cadets.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  accommodation  has  been  very 
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generously  given  every  year  to  veteran  students  of  Queen's  Uni¬ 
versity  in  the  dormitories  of  the  College.  They  had  had  the 
privileges  of  the  mess  room,  and  considered  themselves  very 
fortunate  to  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  generous  hos¬ 
pitality  of  the  College.  I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Commandant 
of  the  College,  Brigadier  Agnew,  and  to  the  former  Commandant, 
Brigadier  Cunningham,  for  their  great  kindness  in  coming  to  the 
aid  of  Queen's  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  possibility  of  finding 
the  necessary  space  elsewhere.  It  has  been  a  link  between  the 
two  institutions  which  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

We  are  fortunate  in  our  friends.  The  Aluminum  Company 
of  Canada,  Ltd.,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  M.  N.  Hay,  the 
manager  of  the  Kingston  plant,  for  the  whole  postwar  period 
made  it  possible  for  married  men  and  single  men  to  have 
accommodation  in  the  hutments  of  the  Company,  and  to  use  the 
cafeteria  for  meals.  It  has  been  a  very  happy  arrangement, 
and  until  the  spring  of  1949  provided  accommodation  which  the 
married  men  in  particular  would  not  have  been  able  to  find  else¬ 
where.  The  operation  of  the  cafeteria  provd  to  be  more  incon¬ 
venient  as  the  numbers  became  smaller,  and  the  arrangement 
was  discontinued  in  the  summer  of  1949.  As  in  many  other 
ways,  the  Company  has  been  a  friend  to  Queen's  in  helping 
in  problems  which  otherwise  would  have  been  difficult  to  meet.

Opening  Ceremonies 

There  were  several  ceremonies  at  Queen's  University  which 

marked  the  opening  of  buildings  or  special  collections.  The 

Students  Memorial  Union  was  opened  by  the  Governor  General 

of  Canada  in  November.  Viscount  Alexander  unveiled  the 

* 

memorial  tablet,  and  the  memorial  paintings,  and  spoke  at  the 
luncheon.  The  Memorial  Room  was  dedicated  by  Principal 
Kent,  who  had  served  as  chaplain  in  both  wars  at  which  the  men 
had  fallen  who  were  being  honoured  in  remembrance  by  the 
dedication  of  this  building.  It  was  a  very  impressive  function. 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  as  a  guest  Hon.  Philip  Noel-Baker, 
Secretary  of  State  for  Commonwealth  Relations  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Great  Britain,  who  had  on  the  previous  day  received  an 
hononary  degree  from  the  University  and  had  given  an  address 
in  Grant  Hall  to  students  and  staff.  The  Students  Memorial  Union 
has  more  than  fulfilled  all  expectations,  and  has  proved  to  be  a 
stimulus  in  so  many  directions  in  the  life  of  the  University.  It 
is  realized  now  how  great  is  the  advantage  when  staff  and 
students  have  a  place  where  the  meeting  together  is  easy  and 
pleasant.  That  has  not  hitherto  been  possible  in  Queen's 
University. 
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The  second  opening  was  that  of  the  enlarged  facilities  for 
chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  in  Gordon  Hall,  which  took 
place  in  November.  Premier  Frost  and  his  Minister  of  Highways, 
Hon.  Mr.  Doucette,  graced  this  function  with  their  presence,  and 
we  were  very  happy  that  Mrs.  Frost  accompanied  her  husband 
at  that  time.  Premier  Frost  in  his  address  recalled  that  Gordon 
Hall  had  been  opened  by  Premier  Whitney,  as  representing  the 
Government  of  Ontario  which  had  contributed  the  funds  for  the 
original  building,  and  that  Premier  Whitney  had  suggested  that 
the  building  be  named  after  Principal  Gordon.  Both  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  are  now  housed  in  a  manner  which 
adds  greatly  in  effective  work  both  in  teaching  and  in  research. 

The  third  opening  function  was  that  of  the  synchrotron, 
which  took  place  on  January  27,  1950.  Dr.  W.  D.  Coolidge  of  the 
General  Electric  Company  of  Schenectady  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  this  function.  There  were  present  on  this  occasion 
physicU  ts  from  many  universities  and  from  the  Research 
Council  of  Canada  and  the  Chalk  River  Atomic  Energy  Station. 
The  Atomic  Energy  Control  Board  has  cooperated  with  Queen's 
University  in  the  establishing  of  the  synchrotron,  which  will  be 
operated  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  and  his  associates.  In  acquiring  this 
atomsmasher.  Queen's  has  moved  forward  into  the  forefront  in 
atomic  energy  research. 

The  fourth  opening  was  that  of  the  exhibition  of  Canadian 
paintings  which  had  been  very  generously  loaned  for  the  winter 
months  by  Colonel  R.  S.  McLaughlin  of  Oshawa  from  his  private 
collection.  Dr.  A.  Y.  Jackson  very  kindly  came  to  Queen's  on 
January  31st  to  speak  about  the  paintings  and  about  the  earlier 
days  of  the  Canadian  School.  The  paintings  were  hung  in  the 
banquet  room  of  the  Students  Memorial  Union,  and  a  large 
gathering  of  art  lovers  assembled  at  the  invitation  of  the  Council 
of  Students  Memorial  Union.  The  pictures  have  attracted  many 
students  and  many  citizens  of  Kingston  to  this  room.  They 
represent  some  of  the  finest  paintings  of  the  Canadian  School. 

The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust 

When  the  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  was  established  in  1947, 
the  anonymous  donor  stipulated  that  every  three  years  the 
trustees  should  determine  how  the  objectives  of  the  Trust  might 


best  be  attained.  The  purpose  of  the  Trust  is  to  explore  the 
conditions  of  freedom  of  the  individual  in  our  modern  society, 
whether  by  lectures,  by  research  or  by  any  way  which  commends 
itself  to  the  trustees.  For  the  first  three  years  the  trustees  felt  it 
advisable  to  invite  well-known  authorities  to  Queen's,  to  give  in 
each  case  a  series  of  three  lectures,  and  to  be  available  for 
student  clubs  and  for  student  conferences  during  a  leisurely  stay 
of  some  three  weeks  at  Queen's.  It  was  necessary  that  the  three 
lecturers  should  come  to  their  subject  with  different  background 
and  different  outlook,  if  the  subject  were  to  be  dealt  with  in  a 
comprehensive  way.  The  choice  has  been  fortunate.  Dr.  T.  E. 
Jessop  of  University  College,  Hull,  emphasized  the  essential 
importance  of  freedom  in  its  expression.  Dr.  John  Macmurray  of 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  dealt  with  the  limitations  to 
individual  freedom  in  a  good  society.  Sir  Richard  Livingstone  of 
Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford,  who  will  be  with  us  in  October 
because  he  was  unable  to  come  to  Canada  last  January,  will 
doubtless  go  back  to  the  freedom  of  the  Greeks,  and  forward  to 
freedom  in  education  in  the  days  to  come.  The  whole  subject 
has  been  very  much  in  the  public  mind.  Bertrand  Russell  gave 
the  Reith  Lectures  over  B.B.C.  on  what  was  practically  the  same 
theme.  There  has  been  ample  evidence  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
our  students  in  the  lectures  and  the  lecturers.  Thought  has  been 
stimulated  to  an  unusual  degree,  and  there  has  been  a  great 
demand  for  the  lectures  in  the  published  form. 

Dr.  Macmurry,  who  was  the  lecturer  in  the  year  under  review 
in  this  report,  made  a  very  important  contribution  to  the  thinking 
of  students  and  staff  alike.  His  emphasis  on  the  essentiality  of 
love  as  the  cohesive  force  in  society,  whether  in  the  family,  in 
the  community,  or  in  the  world,  was  compelling  in  its  logic  and 
in  its  prophetic  power. 

There  are  many  other  distinguished  men  and  women  whom 
we  would  want  to  hear  on  some  phases  of  this  important  subject. 
There  is,  of  course,  the  danger  that  a  theme,  no  matter  how 
important,  may  become  threadbare.  It  was  therefore  necessary 
for  the  trustees  to  give  careful  thought  to  the  way  in  which  the 
wishes  of  the  donor  of  the  Trust  might  most  effectively  be 
carried  out  during  the  next  three  year  period. 


Public  Relations 

It  has  been  the  experience  of  those  who  have  assisted  in  en¬ 
dowment  work  during  the  past  year  that  more  can  and  should  be 
done  to  maintain  good  public  relations  not  only  with  our  own 
graduates  but  with  the  people  of  Canada  as  a  whole.  We  have 
all  been  so  busy  with  matters  within  the  University,  more 
particularly  during  the  war  years  and  the  years  immediately 
following  the  war,  that  our  outside  contacts  have  to  some  extent 
been  neglected.  These  contacts  are  very  important,  not  only  for 
the  financial  well-being  of  the  University,  but  for  the  effective 
Influence  of  Queen's  in  the  Canadian  community  as  well.  The 
principal  and  members  of  staff  have  done  what  they  could,  in 
the  limited  time  that  they  could  spare,  to  maintain  contact  with 
graduate  groups  and  with  industrial  and  financial  organizations. 
But  it  has  not  been  enough. 

As  the  University  Council  has,  of  all  the  organizations  con¬ 
nected  with  Queen's,  the  most  representative  contacts  outside  the 
University  ,the  executive  of  the  Council  decided  that  a  con¬ 
ference  be  called  to  discuss  this  problem.  To  the  conference 
there  were  invited  graduates  resident  in  cities  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  who  had  been  active  in  endowment  work,  and  had 
had  an  opportunity  to  hear  constructive  criticism.  There  sat  in 
as  well  the  members  of  the  central  endowment  committee,  the 
secretary  of  the  University  Council,  and  several  members  of  the 
staff  of  Queen's  University  who  had  been  on  missions  on  behalf 
of  Queen's.  Out  of  a  very  frank  and  full  discussion  there  were 
recommendations  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Queen's  University  which  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  con¬ 
ference,  be  helpful  to  the  University,  if  the  suggestions  could  be 
Implemented. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  know  that  steps  have  now  been 
taken  to  go  forward  in  this  work  in  a  constructive  way.  Mr. 
J.  A.  Edmison,  so  well  know  to  Queen's  graduates  everywhere, 
has  accepted  a  position  with  the  title  of  assistant  to  the  principal, 
and  will  be  responsible  for  maintaining  and  furthering  the  re¬ 
lationship  of  Queen's  University  with  alumni  and  non-alumni 
alike,  and  of  directing  the  work  of  building  up  endowment  both 
of  goodwill  and  financial  support  for  the  greater  service  that 
Queen's  can  render. 
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Extension  Services 

A  university  which  is  in  part  supported  by  public  funds  has 
a  responsibility  to  the  public,  which  reaches  beyond  the  services 
that  are  given  to  students  who  seek  university  halls.  Queen's 
has  given  notable  service,  and  continues  to  give  notable  service, 
in  the  correspondence  courses  to  extramural  students,  whether 
for  the  degree  in  arts  or  for  standing  in  chartered  accountancy, 
cost  accounting  or  banking.  These  services  have  won  a  national 
reputation,  and  have  done  much  to  extend  the  influence  of 
Queen's  University  throughout  the  land.  But  there  are  other  ex¬ 
tension  services  near  at  hand  which  Queen's  renders  to  men  and 
women  who  are  seeking  no  recognition  by  degree  or  diploma. 
Two  were  instituted  this  year,  and  have  been  remarkably 
successful.  One  was  a  course  in  salesmanship,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Poole  of  the  School  of  Commerce.  The 
other  was  in  spoken  French,  under  competent  French  speaking 
instructors.  The  department  of  extension  provides  the  space  and 
the  servicing  for  the  Film  Council  in  a  library  of  films  which  are 
distributed  throughout  Eastern  Ontario.  The  department  of 
industrial  relations  trains  personnel  for  industry  in  the  capacity 
of  personnel  officers,  and  issues  factual  bulletins  which  are 
eagerly  sought  after  by  industry  and  labour  officials  alike.  The 
institute  of  municipal  government  gives  a  similar  service  in  the 
form  of  bulletins  on  municipal  problems,  which  have  been  of 
great  assistance  to  those  who  are  concerned  with  any  phase  of 
municipal  government.  And  the  departments  of  art,  of  drama 
and  of  music  have  given  stimulus  to  the  pursuit  of  the  fine  arts 
in  the  whole  community  and  far  beyond. 

Queen's  is  a  very  convenient  place  for  conferences,  and  in 
the  course  of  a  year  many  such  conferences  find  their  way  to 
Queen's.  The  Women's  Institute,  the  Institute  of  Textile  and  Dye 
Technical  Personnel,  the  technical  sessions  of  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  of  the  Research  Council  of 
Ontario,  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs,  the  Fire¬ 
man's  Council,  a  session  of  the  special  committee  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Legislature  on  Conservation,  dinner  meetings  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Canada  and  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Canadian  Universities  —  these  and  many  more  have  found  a 
convenient  meeting  place  at  Queen's  during  the  year.  The 
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Students  Memorial  Union  has  served  an  especially  important 
function  in  giving  exceptionally  satisfactory  accommodation  to 
our  visitors.  They  leave  us  with  warm  appreciation  of  the  way 
that  Queen's  receives  them  and  looks  after  their  needs.  For  all 
of  this  the  department  of  extension  exercises  a  caretaker  function, 
and,  when  necessary,  sees  to  it  that  personnel  from  the  staff  are 
at  hand  to  assist  in  lectures  and  in  consultation.  This  is  con¬ 
structive  work  in  the  field  of  public  relations. 

The  Summer  School 

Queen's  University  was  the  pioneer  in  summer  school  work. 
For  many  years  there  were  no  other  universities  in  the  field.  The 
Summer  School  supplemented  the  extramural  correspondence 
course  for  teachers,  in  which  Queen's  University  also  led  the 
way.  But  now  the  situation  is  changed.  Many  universities  give 
summer  school  work  and  there  is  not  the  need,  as  there  once  was, 
for  teachers  to  travel  from  the  western  provinces  or  from  the 
maritimes  to  take  summer  school  work  at  Queen's.  In  all  the 
western  provinces  there  are  summer  schools  at  their  own 
universities.  There  is  all  the  more  reason,  therefore,  that  the 
offerings  at  Queen's  should  be  of  the  highest  quality.  For  ex¬ 
cellence  will  always  attract  the  worth  while  student. 

The  Summer  School  is  administered  by  the  Summer  School 
Committee,  which  is  responsible,  as  far  as  academic  standards 
for  courses  leading  to  a  degree  are  concerned,  to  the  Faculty  of 
Arts.  The  students  take  the  same  examinations  as  the  regular 
students  of  the  winter  session,  and  the  examiners  do  not  know 
whether  the  papers  that  they  examine  have  been  written  by 
summer  school  or  regular  students.  So  there  is  no  danger  that 
the  standards  may  be  lowered  because  of  the  shorter  period  of 
formal  instruction.  The  summer  work  is  supplemented  by  read¬ 
ing  and  exercises  before  the  six  weeks  of  formal  instruction.  And 
the  students  are  more  mature,  and  are  capable  of  doing  more  in 
a  shorter  time.  On  the  whole,  the  results  are  good. 

In  the  interests  of  economy,  a  staggered  programme  of 
academic  courses  is  arranged,  in  which  a  course  may  be  offered 
only  every  second  or  third  year.  A  student  can  arrange  his 
timetable  of  a  series  of  summer  schools  in  such  a  way  that  he 


may  get  all  the  courses  that  he  needs,  provided  that  he  attends 
regularly  over  several  summer  sessions.  Several  of  the  more 
popular  courses  are  offered  every  year.  A  student  who  elects 
to  take  an  honours  degree  finds  it  necessary  to  be  in  attendance 
at  the  University  for  at  least  one  winter  session,  for  very  few 
honours  courses  are  offered  in  the  summer  session. 

There  is  much  that  is  not  given  for  academic  credit.  Summer 
schools  are  the  natural  gathering  ground  for  those  who  wish  to 
study  subjects  of  their  own  liking,  and  not  with  the  primary 
purpose  of  obtaining  diploma  or  certificate.  Especially  is  this  the 
case  in  the  field  of  fine  arts.  At  Queen's  University  there  is 
offered  in  the  summer  session  courses  in  painting,  in  music,  in 
drama,  in  radio  workshop,  in  ballet,  in  public  speaking,  in  the 
appreciation  of  literature.  In  the  summer  of  1950  there  will  as 
well  be  courses  in  physical  education  for  credit  under  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  of  Ontario.  A  popular  course  is  that  on  Eng¬ 
lish  idiom  for  French  Canadian  students.  All  of  this  makes  the 
campus  an  entertaining  place  in  the  months  of  July  and  August. 
For  on  it  there  meet  men  and  women  of  many  interests  and  many 
enthusiasms.  In  that  in  itself  there  is  stimulating  education. 

In  presenting  this  report,  it  is  again  a  great  pleasure  to 
place  on  record  the  warm  cooperation  of  my  colleagues  on  the 
staff  of  Queen's  University.  I  am  impressed  with  the  feeling  that 
the  desire  to  work  together  for  the  best  interests  of  the  University 
and  of  our  students  is  a  matter  of  their  first  importance.  And  I 
am  exceedingly  well  served  by  my  secretary.  Miss  M.  Anglin, 
whose  knowledge  of  Queen's  and  its  personnel  is  a  constant  aid 
in  the  work  of  this  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 


As  shown  by  the  Registrar's  report,  the  number  of  students 
registered  in  this  faculty  is  again  substantially  lower  as  the  wave 
of  ex-service  students  recedes.  However,  the  number  in  the 
first  year  is  nearly  10  per  cent  higher  than  in  1948-49.  Some  of 
the  senior  classes  and  the  compulsory  courses  still  continue  to 
be  large  and  the  problems  of  adequate  instruction  are  still 
difficult. 

Each  year  valued  colleagues  leave.  Professor  J.  A.  Roy 
is  retiring  after  thirty  years  in  the  department  of  English.  As 
a  personality,  a  teacher  and  a  writer  of  force  and  distinction  he 
will  be  greatly  missed  by  students  and  staff.  Miss  Wilhelmina 
Gordon  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  department  of  English 
for  forty-one  years  is  also  retiring.  Her  period  of  service 
stretches  from  the  days  of  her  father's  era  as  Principal  and  of 
James  Cappon  down  to  the  present  when  the  veterans  of  World 
War  II  are  disappearing.  She  will  be  long  remembered  by 
generations  of  students  and  she  takes  with  her  the  warm  good 
wishes  of  her  colleagues. 

But  if  we  have  losses  we  also  have  accessions  of  strength. 
Professor  Blackburn  in  psychology.  Professor  Duncan  in  philo¬ 
sophy  and  Professor  Evans  in  French  are  making  their  own 
distinctive  influences  felt. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  students  have  managed  their 
affairs  responsibly  and  competently  though  with  perhaps  a 
greater  love  of  organization  for  its  own  sake  than  previous 
generations  have  shown.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Degiee  Course 

The  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commerce 
has  now  been  in  existence  for  more  than  thirty  years  having 
been  instituted  by  O.  D.  Skelton  and  W.  C.  Clark  in  1919.  In 
1929  it  was  made  an  honours  course  and  in  1949  it  was  extended 
to  a  four-year  course.  It  has  consisted  of  a  number  of  general 
subjects,  including  either  mathematics  or  a  modern  language, 
economics  up  to  an  intermediate  level,  and  accounting,  finance, 
management  including  industrial  relations,  and  marketing  as 
the  fundamental  subjects  in  business  administration.  The  new 
four-year  course  now  in  operation  permits  of  slightly  extended 
specialization  in  a  business  field  or  economics,  and  additional 
work  in  English,  history,  philosophy  or  psychology. 

As  the  wave  of  ex-servicemen  recedes,  the  registration  in 
the  school  has  fallen  but  the  graduating  class  will  be  close  to 
80  this  year  and  the  employment  prospects  are  good.  We  have 
indeed  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  a  number  of 
employers. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  report  that  Professor  W.  H. 
Poole,  who  has  greatly  strengthened  the  work  of  the  school  In 
the  past  three  years,  is  leaving  us  to  re-enter  the  business  world. 
He  will  be  very  difficult  to  replace. 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

In  the  correspondence  course  given  for  the  Institute  of 
Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario,  the  very  large  registration, 
instead  of  declining  as  anticipated,  has  again  increased  some¬ 
what.  There  are  1,413  students  as  compared  with  1,396  In  1948- 
49.  The  number  of  new  students  (381)  is  significantly  higher 
than  last  year  (310). 

When  it  is  realized  that  these  students  receive  more  than 
35,000  printed  lessons  and  are  the  potential  source  of  an  equal 
number  of  exercises,  the  seriousness  of  the  problems  of  both 
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administration  and  instruction  may  be  comprehended.  Steady 
progress  is,  however,  being  made  and  the  problems  are  being 
overcome  step  by  step.  Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  W.  G.  Leonard, 
C.A.,  who  has  carried  the  administrative  responsibility  for  the 
course. 


Courses  in  Bonking 

Registrations  in  the  fellows'  course  in  banking,  conducted 
by  the  University  for  the  Canadian  Bankers'  Association,  has 
been  slowly  recovering  from  the  low  levels  to  which  they  fell 
during  the  war.  New  registrations  (which  cover  two  years' 
tuition)  numbered  81  as  against  64  in  the  previous  year.  Others, 
active  in  the  course,  and  entitled  to  tuition  under  their  original 
registration  or  by  re-registration,  number  202. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  instruction  material  in  all 
subjects,  except  practical  banking,  has  been  completely  re¬ 
written.  A  new  text-book  in  practical  banking  is  being  written 
but  will  not  be  available  for  another  year. 

At  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  for  asso¬ 
ciates'  and  fellows'  diplomas  in  June,  1949,  and  January,  1950, 
there  were  1,947  papers  written.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three 
candidates  qualified  as  associates  and  37  as  fellows.  In  1948- 
49,  the  comparable  figures  were  115  and  41. 


Courses  for  the  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost  Accountants 

Courses  in  elementary  and  advanced  accounting  have  been 
given  for  the  society  since  1943.  The  numbers  in  the  two  courses, 
122  and  51,  are  slightly  higher  than  last  year. 

Courses  for  the  Association  of  Ontario  Trust  Companies 

These  courses,  which  lead  to  a  certificate  awarded  on  exam¬ 
inations  conducted  by  the  University,  have  been  conducted  since 
1946.  it  has  been  difficult  in  a  limited  field  to  keep  the  regis¬ 
tration  at  an  adequate  level.  The  total  number  registered  this 
year  is  162  as  compared  with  an  abnormally  high  figure  of 
208  last  year. 
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Department  of  Industrial  Relations 

The  regular  instruction  for  Commerce,  Arts  and  Engineering 
students  has  been  carried  on.  As  the  demand  from  ex-service¬ 
men  has  declined,  the  numbers  in  the  professional  course  have 
also  decreased  sharply  to  17  as  compared  with  33  last  year. 
All  these  students  are  university  graduates,  5  of  Queen's  and 
the  remaining  12  of  9  other  Canadian  universities  from  Dal- 
housie  to  British  Columbia.  One  graduate  student  is  working 
toward  an  M.A. 

Evening  classes  for  foremen  from  local  industries  have  been 
carried  on  weekly  from  January  to  March.  A  Labour  Institute 
for  trade-union  members  was  held  at  the  University  in  April. 
Refresher  courses  for  persons  actively  engaged  in  industrial 
relations  work  are  being  held  in  the  spring  and  early  summer. 

One  research  bulletin.  The  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  of 
Labour  Disputes  in  Canada ,  was  issued  in  November  and  three 
newsletters  summarizing  developments  in  different  fields  have 
been  sent  out  during  the  year. 

The  Institute  of  Local  Government 

In  the  past  year,  the  institute,  which  serves  as  the  secretariat 
of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Association  and  the  Municipal  Clerks' 
and  Finance  Officers'  Association  of  Ontario,  organized  a  three- 
day  annual  conference  for  each  of  the  associations.  Assistance 
was  also  given  at  two  county  municipal  conferences  and  at  the 
annual  provincial  course  for  recreation  directors. 

Ten  surveys  relating  to  special  municipal  problems  were 
issued  in  mimeograph  during  the  year  and  made  available  to 
the  municipalities. 

With  the  help  of  an  assistant.  Professor  Crawford  has  begun 
a  project  of  research  on  the  adjustment  of  municipal  boundaries.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 


General  Situation 

The  enrollment  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  this  year 
is  972.  The  drop  from  1103  last  year  indicates  the  change  in 
the  situation  brought  about  by  the  large  number  who  entered 
during  the  immediate  post  war  period.  The  present  freshman 
year  is  about  the  size  of  those  years  which  entered  in  the  late 
thirties.  The  second  year  is  larger  than  in  that  period  because 
in  it  are  many  veterans.  The  third  year  is  a  large  one  and  the 
fourth  is  the  largest  we  have  yet  had.  So  in  a  sense  the  crest 
of  the  wave  is  now  passing  and  the  succeeding  hollow  is  ap¬ 
proaching. 

For  several  reasons  our  future  enrolment  may  be  somewhat 
larger  than  prewar.  There  is  a  normal  increase  in  the  uni¬ 
versity  population,  and  now  that  we  have  more  accommodation 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  we  shall  have  our  share  of  it. 

Staff 

In  the  death  of  Professor  Bruce  last  September  this  faculty 
lost  one  of  its  outstanding  members,  a  geologist  whose  work 
was  known  throughout  this  continent,  an  inspiring  teacher  and 
to  us  all  a  warm  and  loyal  friend.  His  death  is  in  a  large 
measure  attributable  to  the  heavy  load  which  all  have  had  to 
carry  over  the  past  few  years.  This  is  apparent  in  the  rather 
serious  bouts  of  illness  which  have  invalided  for  a  considerable 
time  some  of  the  older  members  of  the  staff. 

The  department  of  Geology  has  been  directed  this  winter 
by  Professor  Rose.  Dr.  Harrison  of  the  staff  of  the  Geological 
Survey  has  been  teaching  part  time  some  of  the  work  previously 
taken  by  Professor  Bruce.  It  is  proposed  now  that  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology  be  combined.  The  scheme 
is  a  most  reasonable  one  from  all  points  of  view  and  is  in 
process  of  being  completed. 

In  September  Professor  Flammer  retired  from  the  professor¬ 
ship  of  mathematical  physics  after  thirty  years  of  service  at 
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Queen's.  In  the  department  of  Mechanical  Engineering  Mr. 
C.  S.  M.  Salomon  was  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  Mr. 
McKenna  who  resigned  last  year.  In  the  department  of  Chem¬ 
istry  Dr.  Moir  was  appointed  after  Dr.  MacKay  resigned  last 
summer.  In  Civil  Engineering  Professor  R.  J.  Kennedy,  M.C., 
returned  from  doing  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Iowa 
where  he  received  an  M.S.  degree. 


Buildings 

The  most  noteworthy  addition  to  our  buildings  is  the  ex¬ 
tension  to  the  chemistry  building,  Gordon  Hall.  A  spacious  and 
well-designed  four-storey  addition,  in  which  room  is  provided 
for  chemical  engineering  as  well  as  extension  for  the  various 
sub-departments  of  chemistry.  The  funds  for  it  were  the  gift  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario.  It  greatly  aids  our  operations  by  pro¬ 
viding  more  space  for  the  very  large  classes  in  general  and 
analytical  chemistry  in  the  older  part  of  the  building. 

Although  not  for  undergraduates,  the  new  synchrotron 
opened  in  January  will  have  an  important  influence  upon  all 
teaching  in  the  molecular  field.  Its  operation  will  be  directed 

k 

by  Professor  J.  A.  Gray,  F.R.S.,  who  occupies  the  Chown  Re¬ 
search  Chair. 


Academic  Matters 

During  the  past  session  the  revised  curriculum  for  the  first 
year  has  been  used.  In  it  there  is  a  reduction  of  hours  for  sur¬ 
veying  and  drafting  whereby  a  class  in  geology  and  geography 
has  been  introduced.  This  new  class  has  been  well  received. 
To  compensate  for  the  reduced  hours  in  drafting  and  surveying 
throughout  the  ordinary  session,  a  practical  course  in  surveying 
and  drafting  was  held  from  April  24  till  May  6  for  men  in  the 
first  year. 

Next  year  1950-51  the  new  second  year  syllabus,  which 
includes  a  course  in  economics  will  be  given.  Surveying  will 
be  given  to  civil,  mining  and  geology  students  only.  There 
will  also  be  some  redistribution  of  class  hours  in  other  subjects. 
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Graduate  Work 

The  interest  in  graduate  work  is  growing  in  all  departments. 
In  the  past  there  has  always  been  a  full  complement  of  men 
taking  the  M.Sc.  degree  in  physics,  chemistry,  chemical  engineer¬ 
ing  and  in  geology  and  mineralogy.  Now  there  are  men  work¬ 
ing  as  well  in  civil,  electrical  and  mechanical  engineering  and 
in  metallurgy.  The  numbers  of  such  men  promise  to  increase. 
The  difficulty  has  been  to  find  time  for  the  professors  to  handle 
this  work  in  addition  to  the  heavy  teaching  programs  of  under¬ 
graduate  instruction. 

Research  Work 

Beyond  the  work  done  for  the  master's  degree,  research 
work  is  being  carried  out  by  members  of  staff  in  all  depart¬ 
ments.  Here  again  time  and  technical  help  are  needed  for  its 
extension. 

Engineering  is  not  a  product  of  academic  work  alone  and 
if  we  are  to  maintain  our  position,  it  is  essential  that  members 
of  our  staff  be  in  close  touch  with  engineering  practice.  To 
this  end  the  men  have  been  encouraged  to  engage  in  such 
practice  during  the  summer,  either  as  consultants  or  as  field 
engineers  on  construction.  Such  experience  is  of  inestimable 
value  in  their  teaching,  as  well  as  bringing  knowledge  of  the 
university  to  their  clients. 

Student  Activities 

The  Engineering  Society  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr. 
George  Devlin  with  Mr.  William  Riddell  as  vice-president  and 
Mr.  Douglas  Kenyon  as  secretary,  has  had  a  very  successful 
year.  To  them,  their  associates  and  the  officers  of  the  various 
"years”  we  owe  much  for  their  assistance  in  dealing  with  the 
many  student  problems  which  arise  throughout  the  session. 

The  Technical  Supplies  operated  by  a  joint  staff  and  student 
committee  for  the  Engineering  Society  has  had  a  satisfactory 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  may  be  possible  to 
secure  a  building  where  the  store  may  be  more  safely  and 
coxnmodiously  housed.

The  applications  for  admission  to  the  freshman  year  again 

exceeded  1400.  A  careful  selection  was  made,  with  represent¬ 
ation  from  all  provinces,  and  three,  sons  of  our  own  graduates, 
from  the  United  States. 

Staff  Losses 

The  faculty  has  had  two  serious  losses  by  death  during 
the  year. 

Dean  Melvin's  health  failed  rapidly  after  the  spring  con¬ 
vocation,  and  he  resigned  the  deanship  in  June,  hoping  that  a 
summer's  rest  would  strengthen  him  for  teaching  in  the  fall. 
This  was  not  to  be,  and  his  death  early  in  September  brought 
great  sorrow  to  his  colleagues.  He  will  be  remembered  long 
for  his  thirty  years  of  brilliant  and  lucid  teaching,  and  for  the 
six  yeais  of  wise  administration. 

The  death  in  a  drowning  accident,  on  August  17th,  of  Dr. 
R.  Gordon  Sinclair,  Craine  professor  of  biochemistry,  was  a 
great  shock  to  the  faculty  and  students.  He  was  at  the  peak 
of  productivity,  recognized  in  this  country  and  abroad  for  his 
researches  in  phospholipid  metabolism.  The  University  has 
lost  a  stimulating  teacher. 
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Change  of  Secretary 

On  the  retirement  of  Dean  Melvin,  Dr.  J.  H.  Orr,  secretary 
of  the  faculty  for  six  years,  asked  to  be  relieved  of  that  position. 
His  resignation  was  regretfully  accepted,  but  he  kindly  con¬ 
tinued  to  serve  until  the  new  class  had  been  registered.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Dr.  H.  D.  McEwen. 

Curriculum 

Before  their  deaths.  Dean  Melvin  and  Professor  Sinclair  had 
arranged  a  change  in  the  curriculum,  by  which  biochemistry, 
prescribed  for  the  past  few  years  in  the  second  year,  should 
be  moved  into  the  third  year.  Since  the  present  third  year  class 
had  been  taught  biochemistry,  and  the  second  year  class  is  not 
to  have  it  until  1950-51,  no  regular  medical  biochemistry  was 
to  be  taught  this  session.  With  Dr.  McLeod  on  hand  there  was 
no  urgency  about  filling  the  chair  in  biochemistry  immediately 
and  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Dr.  Sinclair  was  deferred. 

The  teaching  programme  of  Dr.  Melvin  was  absorbed  partly 
by  temporary  appointees,  Drs.  J.  D.  Hatcher  and  J.  S.  Loynes, 
partly  by  the  surviving  members  of  the  physiology  staff,  and 
partly  by  Dr.  McEwen  and  Dr.  Kropp. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Connell  and  Dr.  Eldon  M.  Boyd,  who  had  been 
gravely  ill  during  the  previous  session,  returned  to  teaching  in 
the  fall,  to  the  great  profit  of  their  students. 

The  scheme  of  having  the  final  year  taught  in  two  sections, 
one  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital  and  one  at  the  Kingston 
General  Hospital,  is  now  in  its  second  year.  The  students  enjoy 
it;  the  clinics  in  Ottawa  are  well  conducted  by  men  of  excellent 
training;  the  medical  staff  at  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital  have 
shown  great  interest  in  their  teaching,  are  regular  in  attendance, 
and  anxious  to  continue.  The  examiners  of  the  Medical  Council 
of  Canada  reported  last  June  that  the  class  that  had  been  at 
Ottawa  were  much  better  trained  in  the  approach  to  patients 
than  their  predecessors  had  been.  We  are  grateful  to  all  at 
the  Civic  Hospital  who  have  cooperated  in  this  arrangement, 
and  look  forward  to  its  continuation. 

Closure  of  the  public  wards  at  the  Hotel  Dieu,  and  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  medical  staff,  have  led  to  more  effective 
teaching  in  that  hospital. 
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By  arrangement  with  Oxford  University,  an  exchange  of 
professorships  in  gynaecology  was  undertaken  for  the  second 
term  commencing  January  1st.  Dr.  Chassar  Moir,  Nuffield  pro¬ 
fessor  of  gynaecology  at  Oxford,  came  to  Queen's,  and  Dr. 
Edwin  Robertson  went  to  Oxford.  Dr.  Moir's  visit  has  been  of 
inestimable  benefit,  and  the  willingness  of  Oxford  University 
to  agree  to  the  exchange,  is  evidence  of  the  high  regard  enjoyed 
by  Dr.  Robertson  in  the  Old  Country. 

Visiting  Lecturers 

The  Post-Graduate  course  was  held  in  September,  with  the 
following  lecturers:  Dr.  J.  D.  Adamson,  professor  of  medicine. 
University  of  Manitoba;  Dr.  Marian  Hilliard,  chief  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  obstetrics  and  gynaecology  at  the  Women's  College 
Hospital,  Toronto;  Dr.  John  Rock,  clinical  professor  of  gynae¬ 
cology  at  Harvard  Medical  School;  Dr.  S.  W.  Willis,  prominent 
gynaecologist  of  Bronxville,  New  York. 

Sir  James  Ross  addressed  the  students  in  October  on  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Scheme  in  Great  Britain. 

The  first  Tisdall  Memorial  Lecture,  made  possible  by  a 
grant  from  Merck  Company,  was  given  in  February  by  Dr. 
Robert  Chambers  of  New  York. 

The  school  and  hospital  were  visited  in  March  by  the  Sims 
Commonwealth  Travelling  Lecturer  of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons,  Sir  Reginald  Watson-Jones,  orthopaedic  surgeon,  who 
spent  the  day  lecturing  and  conducting  clinics. 

Grants  and  Gifts 

Research  activity  has  been  stimulated,  and  teaching  im¬ 
proved,  by  more  than  forty  grants  and  gifts  for  research  and 
for  current  expenditure  in  the  extension  of  teaching  facilities. 
These  amount  to  approximately  $94,000.00,  and  have  come  from 
the  National  Research  Council,  Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and 
Research  Foundation,  National  Cancer  Institute,  Defence  Re¬ 
search  Board,  Institute  of  Aviation  Medicine,  Department  of 
National  Health,  Federal  Health  Grants,  U.S.  Public  Health 
Service,  Canadian  Life  Insurance  Officers  Association,  Ayerst, 
McKenna  and  Harrison,  and  private  donors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  report  for  this  school  for  the 
1949-50  session. 

This  year  has  seen  further  satisfactory  development  in  the 
school. 

The  difficulty  encountered  in  obtaining  the  second  full-time 
member  of  the  staff  has  been  overcome  by  two  part-time  mem¬ 
bers.  These  two  young  women.  Miss  Margaret  Allemang  and 
Miss  Evelyn  Moulton  are  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent 
teaching  assistance  they  have  given. 

Obtaining  Dr.  A.  R.  J.  Boyd  as  lecturer  for  the  course  on 
public  health  and  preventive  medicine  has  been  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  solution  to  one  of  the  curriculum  difficulties.  Including 
the  final  year  physical  education  students  in  this  course  has 
been  an  interesting  addition. 

This  year  the  school,  in  conjunction  with  the  department  of 
extension,  offered  a  three  day  institute  in  industrial  nursing. 
Over  seventy  industrial  nurses  attended.  Comments  on  the 
value  of  the  institute  and  enquiries  for  information  following  the 
institute  have  been  most  gratifying.  It  is  hoped  to  offer  a  con¬ 
ference  which  will  appeal  to  the  hospital  schools  of  nursing 
and  public  health  nursing  groups. 

Reports  on  the  ability  of  our  graduates  continue  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  Three  of  them  are  teaching  in  local  training  schools 
and  make  good  contacts  for  this  school  when  practice  teaching 
is  being  arranged. 

Once  again  we  are  indebted  to  the  administrators  of  the 
firms,  hospitals  and  health  organizations  and  all  the  other  in¬ 
dividuals  who  have  helped  to  give  our  students  a  picture  of 
community  life  as  well  as  an  opportunity  to  practise  for  their 
future  positions. 

The  School  of  Nursing  held  one  formal  function,  a  dinner  at 
the  LaSalle  Hotel.  Illness  of  the  president  limited  the  activity 
of  the  Nursing  Science  Club  to  some  extent. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  my  associates 
who  have  made  this  year  so  pleasant  and  worthwhile.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  report  for  1949-50. 

During  the  summer  session  the  Acting-Dean  of  Women,  Dr. 
Mary  Winspear,  gave  admirable  direction  and  leadership.  My 
sincere  thanks  are  due  to  her.  About  160  students  were  accom¬ 
modated  in  the  residences  in  July  and  Attgust.  The  increasing 
number  of  social  functions  both  in  the  summer  and  in  the  autumn 
and  winter  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern.  Women  students  in 
particular  from  September  to  March  are  under  too  great  a  social 
pressure. 

In  the  autumn  of  1949  the  enrollment  of  new  women  students, 
170,  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
women,  however,  was  almost  unchanged.  Of  513  registered, 
402  are  in  arts,  14  in  commerce,  3  in  science,  26  in  medicine, 
30  in  nursing,  28  in  physical  and  health  education,  1  in  industrial 
relations  and  9  in  postgraduate  studies. 

Professor  Manley  Baker's  house  on  University  Avenue  was 
made  available  by  the  University  for  a  sixth  annex.  Thanks 
very  largely  to  Mrs.  D.  W.  Boucher  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Mackintosh, 
and  to  the  strenuous  work  of  my  Ban  Righ  associates.  Baker 
House  was  opened  for  24  students  at  the  end  of  October.  Thus 
a  larger  number  than  ever  before  are  now  accommodated  in 
the  campus  residences,  189.  The  University  again  provided 
overflow  accommodation  at  LaSalle  Barracks  and  about  62 
students  have  resided  there  throughout  the  session  with  another 
35  there  for  shorter  periods.  Mrs.  George  MacLeod  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  carry  the  main  responsibility  for  supervision  of  the  two 
LaSalle  residences.  Boucher  House  again  has  proved  its  value 
as  a  co-operative  residence  for  21  of  the  senior  students.  Some 
180  are  in  lodgings  or  private  homes  and  60*  are  Kingston 
residents. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  has  great  need  of  the  projected  new  dining 
hall  and  kitchens  to  meet  adequately  the  needs  of  over  300 
students  now  served  in  two  hurried  sittings  at  noon  and  from 
5.45  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  Another  100  students  would  probably  like 
to  have  their  meals  at  Ban  Righ  were  it  possible  to  provide  this 
service.  But  the  first  and  most  urgent  need  is  for  bedrooms 
close  to  the  campus,  and  with  greater  privacy  and  quiet  than 
the  barracks  can  afford. 
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The  health  of  the  undergraduate  women  has  been  good, 
with  few  major  illnesses.  My  thanks  are  recorded  to  the 
medical  officer  who  has  responded  to  all  our  emergencies  with 
promptitude  and  consideration.  The  resident  nurse.  Miss  Betty 
Chinn,  has  given  capable  and  invaluable  service,  with  patience, 
cheerfulness  and  skill.  Much  of  the  happy  atmosphere  in  Ban 
Righ  Hall  is  due  to  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  its  members 
of  staff  whose  interest  in  the  students  is  genuine  and  unfailing. 

The  Ban  Righ  guest  scholar  this  year  is  Catherine  Drechsler 
who  had  completed  five  years  in  medicine  at  the  University  of 
Budapest  before  she  left  Hungary.  She  has  come  to  Canada  as 
an  I.S.S.  scholar  and  is  making  remarkable  progress  in  a 
specially  planned  final  year  course  for  the  B.A.  If  accepted 
by  the  Ontario  Medical  Association,  she  may  qualify  for  the 
medical  degree  a  year  or  two  hence.  We  feel  that  in  her  we 
have  a  fine  Canadian  citizen  in  the  making.  One  of  the  two 
Queen's  students  sent  last  summer  to  the  Canadian  seminar 
(I.S.S.)  in  Holland  was  loan  Keough.  She  has  given  stimulating 
Impetus  *o  international  understanding  on  the  campus  this  year. 

Queen's  women  have  given  time,  ideas  and  considerable 
leadership  in  various  campus  activities,  the  A.M.S.,  Glee  Club, 
Journal,  I.S.S.,  departmental  clubs  and  athletics.  As  usual  they 
have  taken  a  significant  share  of  academic  awards  at  both 
undergraduate  and  graduate  level. 

A  fine  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  A.  Marty  was  presented  to 
Queen's  women  by  a  group  of  her  friends.  It  is  now  hung  in 
Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  our  thanks  are  offered  to  the  generous 
donors.  Deep  appreciation  and  thanks  are  also  extended  to  the 
Students'  Wives'  Club  for  their  gift  of  a  cheque  to  the  Ban  Righ 
extension  fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  1949 


Registration 

A  total  registration  of  489  marked  a  decrease  of  76  from  the 
1948  figure  of  565.  We  are  not  disposed  to  explain  it  away 
by  listing  factors  over  which  we  have  no  control.  There  were 
such  factors  but  it  was  still  a  disappointment  to  fall  below  500. 
We  have  re-examined  our  offerings  and  our  publicity  and  have 
discovered  weaknesses  which  will  be  corrected. 

It  seems  clear,  however,  that  a  further  lowering  of  academic 
standards  for  Ontario  elementary  teachers  will  affect  our  summer 
school  registration.  Perhaps  we  can  do  more  to  encourage  pro¬ 
mising  and  qualified  teachers  to  register  for  degree  work.  We 
shall  try. 

It  is  clear  that  we  shall  do  well  to  strengthen  the  School 
of  the  Fine  Arts  and  the  School  of  English,  established  features 
now,  but  with  possibilities  by  no  means  exhausted.  A  course 
in  creative  writing,  given  by  an  author  with  teaching  ability  and 
experience,  should  be  considered  seriously  as  a  feature  of  the 
School  of  the  Fine  Arts. 


Examinations 

A  change  in  our  fall  examination  system,  recommended  by 
a  majority  of  summer  school  students,  and  approved  by  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  as  an  experiment  for  1950,  will  be  watched  with 
keen  interest.  Papers  are  to  be  written  about  ten  days  earlier 
than  usual.  The  move  is  likely  to  be  popular  with  many 
teachers,  since  the  conclusion  of  examinations  by  August  24  will 
ensure  a  holiday  before  the  re-opening  of  school.  We  have  yet 
to  determine  the  full  extent  of  the  administrative  difficulties,  the 
effect  upon  summer  school  activities  and  the  academic  sound¬ 
ness  of  the  scheme.  It  will  be  an  important  experiment.

School  of  English. 

Professor  Alexander  reports: 

"The  School  of  English  was  held  from  July  11  to  August 
17  with  61  students  in  attendance,  including,  besides  French- 
Canadian  students,  one  from  France,  one  from  Haiti,  one  from 
Lithuania,  and  one  from  Colombia.  The  course  was  conducted 
by  Professor  H.  Alexander,  assisted  by  Miss  Aline  LeSage,  Mr. 
A.  Ross,  M.A.,  Mr.  E.  R.  Stuart,  M.A.,  Mr.  W.  Avis,  B.A.  and 
Mr.  P.  Roddick.  Scholarships  were  awarded  to  Miss  Andree 
Desilets,  Mr.  L.  Picard  and  Mr.  Y.  Bedard/" 

In  this  purely  factual  report  Professor  Alexander  says 
nothing  about  his  own  great  contributions  to  the  School  of 
English.  They  are  appreciated  by  all  of  us  who  observe  the 
progress  of  the  students  and  the  interest  taken  in  making  their 
summer  an  enjoyable  one  socially. 

Fine  Aiis 

There  were  104  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts  only,  a  creditable  showing,  actually  a  slight  increase  over 
1948.  We  found  little  demand  for  puppetry  and  a  choral  clinic, 
but  the  third  new  offering,  a  radio  workshop,  met  with  a  good 
response. 

Public  exhibitions  of  paintings,  one  by  the  art  instructors 
and  the  other  by  their  summer  school  students;  an  evening  of 
ballet;  plays  by  the  drama  class;  a  Glee  Club  concert;  and 
an  exhibition  of  puppetry  work,  were  all  of  first-class  calibre 
and  emphasized  how  much  the  whole  Summer  School  gains 
from  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts.  . 
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Dr.  Tracy  was  greatly  missed.  The  many  inquiries  about 
him,  and  the  pleasure  expressed  by  students  when  they  learned 
that  an  enforced  holiday  would  guarantee  his  return  as  director 
in  1950,  spoke  for  themselves.  My  own  duties  as  acting  director 
were  made  lighter  by  the  fine  assistance  of  Miss  Healey  and 
the  initiative  for  which  the  Summer  School  Association  is  re¬ 
markable.  President  Pauline  Biller  and  her  executive  worked 
hard  and  well.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 
Registration 

Our  total  registration  for  1949-50  was  1558,  including  254 
students  in  non-credit  evening  classes.  In  1948-49  it  was  1372 
and  in  1947-48  it  was  1280. 

The  extramural  registration  of  1304  shows  a  decrease  of 
68  from  last  year.  The  drop  would  be  greater  if  it  were  not 
for  our  strong  position  in  Alberta.  Elementary  education  in 
Ontario  is  in  a  sad  state  and  unless  the  academic  requirements 
are  raised  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  any  appreciable  percent¬ 
age  of  the  teachers  to  take  university  work. 

It  is  mildly  encouraging  to  find  that  we  had  252  new 
registrations  in  the  winter  of  1949-50,  as  against  220  in  the  winter 
of  1948-49. 

In  1949-50  an  important  development  in  university  extension 
was  the  organization  of  non-credit  evening  classes.  We  began 
on  a  small  scale  but  have  started  something  that  will  grow. 
It  may  well  be  that  from  now  on  activities  of  a  purely 
"extension"  nature  will  increase  rapidly.  They  must  not  be 
multiplied  on  the  theory  that  Queen's  correspondence  courses 
will  look  after  themselves.  We  cannot  hope  to  maintain  our 
proud  position  of  extramural  leadership  in  Canada  without  the 
closest  attention  to  correspondence  work. 


Evening  Classes 

Three  classes  in  Conversational  French,  with  a  total  enrol¬ 
ment  of  50,  were  arranged  entirely  by  the  extension  department. 
Two  classes  in  art  and  one  in  sculpture  were  sponsored  by  the 
Kingston  Art  Association  and  this  department.  A  short  course 
in  salesmanship  was  a  co-operative  effort  of  the  Advertising 
and  Sales  Club  of  Kingston,  the  School  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Department  of  Extension.  It  had  a  registration  of  139,  almost 
100%  attendance  at  the  six  classes,  and  was  an  enthusiastic 
affair  throughout.  Chief  credit  for  this  new  venture  should  go 
to  Professor  W.  H.  Poole,  who  brought  it  into  being  and  directed  it.

Adminisiiative  Duties 


Several  changes  in  the  fall  examination  system,  made  last 
year  on  my  recommendation  to  the  three  faculties,  improved 
things  considerably.  But  the  situation  is  still  far  from  satis¬ 
factory.  In  April  when  the  department  of  extension  should  be 
concentrating  on  summer  registration,  and  again  in  the  fall  when 
it  should  be  fully  geared  to  winter  registration,  it  is  attending 
to  the  innumerable  details  of  final  examinations.  Many  of 
those  details  cannot  be  left  to  clerks.  They  must  be  attended 
to  by  the  senior  departmental  officials,  who  consequently  have 
no  time  for  anything  else  for  valuable  days  on  end.  This  is 
a  very  serious  matter.  It  would  help  greatly  if  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  would  assume  full 
responsibility  for  collecting  copy  for  the  examination  papers. 
I  am  making  that  suggestion  this  summer. 

Extension  Tutorial  Classes 

We  organized  tutorial  classes  this  year  in  Kingston,  Belle¬ 
ville,  Toronto,  Peterborough,  North  Bay,  Brockville  and  Corn¬ 
wall.  This  was  our  best  showing  to  date.  In  tutorial  classes 
we  had  a  registration  of  115.  I  hope  that  before  long  we  can 
have  Queen's  extension  classes  in  such  centres  as  Kingston, 
Belleville  and  Brockville,  with  Queen's  professors  in  charge, 
under  a  system  giving  credit,  just  as  four  other  Ontario  uni¬ 
versities  give  credit  now. 

Miss  Healey  Reports  for  the  Kingston  Film  Council 
and  the  Film  Library 

"Our  film  service  to  the  community  is  growing  every  year. 
Men  wishing  to  learn  to  operate  the  projectors  came  from  as 
far  away  as  Sharbot  Lake,  and  from  intermediate  points,  four 
consecutive  nights  during  the  winter,  to  attend  our  projectionists' 
courses  which  were  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  These  outside  places 
are  using  the  equipment  and  films  regularly,  some  as  "fillers'' 
on  programmes,  others  for  definite  purposes.  These  latter  groups 
are  the  ones  we  are  encouraging.  More  and  more  city  organiza¬ 
tions  are  using  our  services  and  we  are  happy  to  see  the  New 
Canadian  groups  coming  to  us  for  help.  During  the  month  of 
February  we  arranged  198  programmes  for  a  total  audience  of 
14,230. 
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A  fourth  unit  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  and  from 
time  to  time  we  borrow  equipment  from  public-spirited  citizens 
to  make  it  possible  to  meet  our  commitments. 

Two  workshops  have  been  conducted  by  the  Kingston  Film 
Council  during  the  year.  During  the  1949  Summer  School 
Queen's  was  host  to  a  workshop  sponsored  by  Community  Pro¬ 
grammes,  Ontario  Department  of  Education,  the  Ontario  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Film  Councils,  the  National  Film  Board,  and  this 
department.  It  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Roby  Kidd,  assistant 
director,  Canadian  Association  for  Adult  Education.  Film 
Council  representatives  from  all  over  Ontario  were  in  attend¬ 
ance  for  a  five-day  period.  A  similar  workshop  is  contemplated 
lor  the  1950  Summer  School. 

A  second  series  of  foreign  films  was  arranged  by  Dr.  H. 
W.  Curran  and  a  Film  Festival  was  held  in  May. 

Mr.  Harold  Marans  is  president  of  the  Kingston  Film  Council 
and  I  continue  to  act  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Federation 
of  Film  Councils  of  Eastern  Ontario.  The  latter  organization 
continues  to  Bold  its  conferences  and  directors'  meetings  at 
Queen's.  Mr.  S.  E.  McDowell  of  Cornwall  is  president  and 
Dr.  Curran,  past  president." 

University  classroom  showing  of  films,  kodachrome  and 
glass  slides  and  film  strips  are  becoming  a  problem.  On  some 
occasions  this  past  winter  there  were  three  classes  using  visual 
aids  at  the  same  time.  It  has  been  necessary  to  train  two  other 
girls  to  help  Miss  Johnston  with  the  projecting,  with  the  result 
that  they  are  often  away  from  their  regular  office  duties  at 
awkward  times.  Miss  Johnston  is  kept  so  busy  with  classes 
that  she  has  not  time  to  keep  up  reports  and  repairs  to  the 
films  and  equipment.  For  a  time  the  transporting  of  the  pro¬ 
jectors  to  the  other  buildings  was  a  problem  but  this  has  now 
been  arranged  satisfactorily  with  the  maintenance  department. 

A  place  in  which  films  might  be  previewed  is  becoming 
increasingly  necessary.  This  could  be  the  same  room  as  the 
film  library  provided  the  Library  did  not  have  to  share  accom¬ 
modation. 
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Rural  Services 

Eastern  Ontario  is  largely  rural  and  it  follows  logically 
that  we  should  give  definite  service  to  this  large  constituency. 

We  make  a  real  contribution  with  our  Christmas  short 
course  for  rural  young  people.  The  latest  one,  on  December 
28-30,  1949,  had  the  largest  attendance  to  date  (125)  and  was 
thoroughly  representative  of  the  counties  from  Peterborough  to 
Glengarry.  Its  content  seemed  satisfactory.  A  few  topics  were 
covered  well.  We  have  now  worked  out  a  good  pattern  for 
that  annual  short  course. 

"Rural  Review,"  our  Saturday  morning  broadcast  over 
CKWS,  from  October  to  March,  has  kept  the  Department  of 
Extension  in  close  association  with  farm  forum  groups  and 
the  Federation  of  Agriculture  in  Frontenac,  Leeds  and  Lennox- 
Addington.  Miss  Eileen  Green,  of  this  department,  is  the 
announcer. 

The  next  step  in  our  rural  services  programme  will  probably 
be  the  setting  up  of  classes  or  lecture  series.  We  are  now  ex¬ 
ploring  this  question  with  the  Leeds  Federation  of  Agriculture. 

Other  Services 

The  second  annual  series  of  vocational  and  general  in¬ 
terest  talks  was  given  at  Kingston  and  Collins  Bay  penitentiaries. 
Those  taking  part  were  Dr.  R.  H.  Hay,  Douglas  Miles,  Professor 
F.  L.  Bartlett,  Professor  W.  H.  Poole,  and  the  director. 

We  supplied  11  speakers  for  high  school  commencements, 
service  club  luncheons  and  other  meetings. 

We  assisted  as  usual  in  organizing  and  advertising  many 
events,  including  the  university  concerts,  the  firemen's  training 
school,  a  nurses'  conference,  the  Monday  evening  popular  lec¬ 
tures.  Miss  Healey  took  an  active  part  on  the  executive  of  the 
Elizabeth  Fry  Society  and  the  board  of  directors  of  the  United 
Nations  Society.  She  continues  the  good  work  of  showing  films 
at  the  women's  penitentiary  and  ordering  films  for  Collins  Bay 
pentenL.irv.  Both  she  and  I  were  busy  in  the  February  UNICEF 
campaign 
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My  speaking  engagements  have  been  numerous  and  of 
great  variety.  I  record  here  only  one,  which  gave  me  particular 
satisfaction.  It  was  a  seal  of  approval  on  our  interest  in  rural 
activities  when  Queen's  Director  of  Extension  was  asked  to  be 
guest  speaker  at  the  annual  provincial  Rural  Youth  Conference 
in  Toronto,  sponsored  by  the  United  Co-operatives  of  Ontario. 

This  department  needs  little  imagination  to  see  new  fields 
and  challenges  before  it.  The  director  knows  how  fortunate  it 
is  at  this  time  to  have  an  assistant  like  Kathleen  Healey  and  a 
senior  staff  member  like  Mary  Andrews.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1950. 

During  the  year  an  increasing  amount  of  graduate  work 
and  research  has  made  pressing  demands  upon  library  service. 
In  larger  centres  resources  for  research  are  provided  by  many 
libraries;  at  Queen's  the  university  library  must  serve  the  needs 
of  all  research  workers  through  its  own  collection  supplemented 
by  inter-library  loans.  Policy  in  the  past  was  wisely  directed 
to  the  strengthening  of  our  book  collection  for  undergraduate 
work.  With  recent  expansion  in  research  activity  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  that  many  gaps  have  been  found  in  our  collection  on 
the  graduate  level.  To  meet  this  problem,  the  library  budget 
has  been  substantially  increased.  Large  purchases  during  the 
year  include  an  almost  complete  file  of  the  Review  of  Applied 
Mycology,  Arber's  transcript  of  the  Stationers'  Register,  the 
Revue  de  Metallurgie,  1940-45,  a  large  number  of  back  issues 
of  German  scientific  periodicals,  the  Diccionario  de  la  Lingua 
Castillana,  five  volumes,  the  Fiat  Reports  of  German  Science, 
eighty-six  volumes,  and  from  a  private  library  an  important 
collection  of  200  volumes  dealing  chiefly  with  Old  English, 
Norse,  and  Icelandic  languages  and  literature.  We  have  also 
added  to  our  holdings  of  early  Canadian  newspapers,  microfilm 
files  of  the  Vindicator,  the  Canadian  Courant,  and  The  Pilot. 
There  has  been  a  constant  demand,  which  we  have  not  always 
been  able  to  meet,  for  new  subscriptions  to  learned  journals 
and  for  back  files  urgently  needed  for  research  in  progress. 
Our  inter-library  loans  have  so  sharply  increased  as  to  demand 
almost  the  full  time  of  one  clerical  worker  in  the  order  depart¬ 
ment. 

Donations 

About  fifteen  hundred  volumes,  of  which  661  have  been 
catalogued,  were  added  to  the  library  by  gifts  from  some  two 
hundred  donors.  To  all  these  benefactors,  too  numerous  to 
mention  individually,  we  express  our  sincere  thanks.  For 
multiple  donations  we  are  especially  indebted  to  Professor 
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James  A.  Roy  whose  outstanding  gift  of  close  to  one  thousand 
volumes,  as  yet  uncatalogued,  is  housed  in  the  new  English 
seminar  room;  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lome  Pierce  for  important  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  Lome  Pierce  collection,  including  many  new 
Carman  letters,  the  unique  manuscripts  of  the  poems  and  the 
autobiography  of  the  Canadian  Oliver  Goldsmith,  and  the  auto¬ 
graph  manscript  of  W.  H.  Drummond's  “The  Wreck  of  the  Julie 
Plante";  to  Madame  Tirol  for  many  volumes  from  the  library 
of  her  late  husband;  to  Professor  Conacher  for  the  collected 
works  of  Bret  Harte  in  twenty-five  volumes,  to  Principal  Wallace,, 
Dean  Mackintosh,  Dr.  Wilhelmina  Gordon,  Professor  Eric 
Harrison,  and  to  Dr.  A.  R.  M.  Lower  for  a  valuable  collection 
of  election  posters  which  he  collected  in  Germany  during  the 
summer  of  1949. 

Library  Exhibits 

An  exhibit  of  ancient  Bibles  from  the  library  collection  which 
includes  upward  of  500  Bibles  was  displayed  at  the  Canadian 
National  Exhibition  from  August  26  to  September  10.  Twenty 
thousand  pamphlets  describing  the  exhibit  cyid  presenting  the 
claims  of  the  endowment  campaign  were  distributed. 

The  library  also  sent  to  the  annual  conference  of  the 
Canadian  Weekly  Newspaper  Association  in  Jasper,  Alberta, 
September  10-14  an  exhibit  of  early  Canadian  newspapers. 

Regular  exhibits  in  the  Douglas  Library  during  the  year  in¬ 
cluded  documents  illustrating  the  early  history  of  Queen's,  a 
United  Nations  display,  election  material  for  the  British  general 
election  issued  by  the  Conservative,  Liberal,  and  Labour  parties, 
German  election  posters  collected  by  Dr.  Lower,  manuscripts  of 
Canadian  poets  from  the  Lome  Pierce  collection,  exhibits  to 
mark  the  anniversaries  of  Bach,  Descartes,  Goethe,  and  Words¬ 
worth,  book-plates  from  the  library  collection,  a  travelling  ex¬ 
hibit  of  books  in  the  science  and  humanities  sent  by  the  British 
Council,  and  an  exhibit  of  books  and  pamphlets  arranged  by 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs.  Tours  of  the 
library  were  conducted  during  Queen's  Open  House  on  February 
18  when  material  was  exhibited  from  the  Lome  Pierce  and 
R.  S.  McLaughlin  collections. 
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Older  Department 

Miss  Eleanor  Tett,  head  of  the  department,  reports  2,447 
books  ordered  during  the  year  (to  March  31),  not  including 
books  and  periodicals  ordered  for  the  department  of  industrial 
relations  and  the  C.O.T.C.  Thirty  microfilms  were  purchased 
and  three  photostats  for  students  and  members  of  staff  working 
on  research  projects.  Inter-library  loans  showed  a  sharp  in¬ 
crease  from  424  volumes  in  1948-49  to  625  for  the  past  year. 
The  majority  of  these  items  were  borrowed  from  the  libraries 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  McGill,  and  the  Toronto  Academy 
of  Medicine.  To  these  and  other  lending  libraries  we  express 
our  gratitude  for  a  service  that  is  vital  to  research  at 
Queen's.  The  library  in  turn  loaned  244  volumes,  an  increase 
of  153  over  the  figure  for  1948-49.  This  sudden  acceleration  in 
the  volume  of  inter-library  loans  has  added  appreciably  to  the 
work  of  the  order  department.  If  it  continues  to  mount,  more 
clerical  assistance  will  be  required.  Medical  exchange  period¬ 
icals  were  received  from  seventy-three  diffrent  libraries  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  Financial  statements  and  book 
lists  have  been  prepared  by  the  order  department  and  dis¬ 
tributed  monthly. 

As  in  all  academic  libraries,  the  binding  of  annual  cumula¬ 
tions  of  periodicals  presents  a  major  problem.  This  service  had 
to  be  greatly  curtailed  during  the  war  with  the  result  that  we 
have  a  large  backlog  of  unbound  journals.  These  were  checked 
and  reshelved  during  the  summer.  As  funds  permit,  they  are 
sent  to  the  bindery,  but  with  rising  costs  it  has  been  necessary 
to  request  a  special  grant  for  this  purpose.  During  the  past 
year  675  periodical  volumes  and  55  volumes  of  newspapers 
were  bound  and  catalogued.  In  our  own  bindery  700  books 
were  rebound  or  repaired  and  134  pamphlet  covers  were  made. 


Cataloguing  Department 

Miss  lessie  Dyde,  head  of  the  department  reports: 

"The  accessions  have  dropped  slightly  from  those  of  a 
year  ago.  This  has  worked  to  the  advantage  of  the  department 
for  it  has  made  possible  the  accomplishment  of  work  which 
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hitherto  had  been  left  unfinished  for  want  of  opportunity.  One 
of  the  major  undertakings  has  been  revision  of  subject  headings 
and  the  addition  of  'see  also'  references  to  the  catalogue.  The 
task  is  still  far  from  complete  but  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 
The  keeping  up  to  date  of  subject  headings  and  subject  refer¬ 
ences  is  a  very  necessary  but  a  long  and  tedious  part  of 
cataloguing  procedure.  Another  undertaking  which  is  in  pro¬ 
cess  is  the  checking  of  our  holdings  for  the  new  supplement  of 
the  Union  List  of  Serials.  To  date  two  of  five  volumes  have  been 
compfeted.  This  checking  will  continue  for  at  least  another 
year. 

"During  the  summer  some  232  volumes  were  classed  and 
cards  typed  for  the  classics  department  library.  These  books 
are  not  part  of  the  Queen's  library  collection  proper  but  are 
shelved  in  the  classics  seminar. 

"In  December  Miss  Joan  Porteous  resigned.  She  has  not 
been  replaced  and  the  department  has  carried  on  with  part- 
time  student  assistance.  Before  she  left.  Miss  Porteous  com¬ 
pleted  the  reclassifying  of  the  English  Canadian  literature. 
Apart  from  the  Lome  Pierce  collection,  we  now  have  in  the 
stacks  some  eleven  shelves  of  Canadian  literaure — books  which 
were  formerly  classed  and  shelved  with  English  literature."

Department  of  Reference  and  Government  Documents 

Miss  Helen  Ireland,  head  of  the  department  reports: 

"The  work  of  the  reference  department  has  been  steady 
throughout  the  year,  and  in  a  number  of  projects  has  neces¬ 
sitated  much  careful  research.  Several  long  bibliographies  have 
been  prepared,  among  them  a  list  of  Queen's  holdings  in  mari¬ 
time  government  documents,  a  list  of  basic  reference  works  in 
English  literature,  books  and  articles  on  music  appreciation, 
books  on  Russia  and  international  affairs.  Again  outside 
libraries  such  as  the  National  Defence  College,  R.M.C.,  the 
Nylon  Division  of  Canadian  Industries  Limited,  and  the  Alu¬ 
minium  Laboratories  have  appealed  to  us  for  information  not 
obtainable  in  their  own  collections.  Many  requests  for  genea¬ 
logical  information  from  former  residents  of  Kingston  and  dis¬ 
trict  have  been  supplied  from  church  records  in  the  library 
archives. 

"Government  documents  have  been  received  in  large  num¬ 
bers.  A  total  of  9,615  indicates  an  increase  of  898  over  last 
year's  figure.  Of  these,  1,126  have  been  catalogued.  Only 
eighty-four  printed  catalogue  cards  could  be  obtained  from  the 
Library  of  Congress  as  their  policy  is  to  print  few  cards  for 
British,  United  Nations,  and  foreign  documents.  Cards  for  the 
remaining  1,042  items  had  to  be  made  and  typed  in  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

"The  United  States  documents  were  sorted  and  reshelved 
during  the  year.  Again  the  problem  of  space  has  become  acute 
as  the  extra  shelves  provided  two  years  ago  are  now  com¬ 
pletely  filled. 
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"The  map  collection  has  received  special  attention.  Con¬ 
centrated  effort  has  been  given  to  the  classifying  and  cataloguing 
of  war  maps  from  Great  Britain  and  Africa. 

"Since  June  1949  this  department  has  had  two  full-time 
assistants.  Miss  Moira  Thompson,  appointed  after  graduation 
from  the  library  school  in  Toronto,  has  brought  us  the  benefit  of 
her  professional  training.  Mrs.  Mary  Halligan,  who  replaced 
Mrs.  Law  in  October,  has  given  efficient  service  as  a  clerical 
assistant."

Circulation  Department 

Miss  Helen  Uglow,  head  of  the  department,  reports  a  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  borrowers  from  2,197  in  1948-49  to  2,142 
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during  the  past  year.  The  total  circulation  of  books  and  period¬ 
icals  in  all  departments,  however,  shows  only  a  very  slight 
drop.  Less  crowding  in  the  reading  room  has  resulted  in  better 
working  conditions  and  greater  demand  for  books.  Honour 
English  students  have  made  good  use  of  the  new  English 
seminar  room  (the  former  alumni  office)  which  now  houses  the 
lames  A.  Roy  collection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCIENTIFIC  RESEARCH 


It  was  suggested  in  a  recent  report  that  more  support  for 
research  would  have  to  be  obtained  from  government  agencies. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  funds 
that  have  been  made  available  in  this  way,  and  most  members 
of  staff  interested  in  research  are  obtaining  some  outside 
support  for  their  work.  There  is  still  need  for  more  technical 
and  secretarial  assistance. 

Reports  of  research  laboratories  are  listed  below. 

Anatomy 

Dr.  B.  N.  Kropp  reports  that  he  has  continued  his  work  on 
the  cytology  of  the  placenta  and  uterus  of  the  rat.  In  collabor¬ 
ation  with  Dr.  McEwen,  he  has  studied  the  mitochondria,  Golgi 
apparatus  and  other  cell  inclusions  in  the  livers  of  tumour¬ 
bearing  rats. 

Dr.  M.  W.  M.  Sloane  reports  the  continuation  of  work  on 
the  hypothalamus,  subthalamus  and  epithalamus,  together  with 
investigation  on  the  origin  of  certain  mid-brain  structures. 

Bacteriology 

Dr.  G.  B.  Reed  reports  that  work  has  been  carried  out  on 
the  following  problems: 

(a)  The  influence  of  cysteine  and  other  amino  acids  on 
the  metabolism  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

(b)  The  production  of  a  new  antibiotic  and  its  action  on 
tubercle  bacilli. 

(c)  A  genetical  study  of  the  typhoid  bacillus. 

(d)  The  incorporation  of  radio-active  isotopes  in  bacterial 
toxins. 

(e)  The  action  of  hyaluronidase  on  gas  gangrene  infection. 

(f)  Insect  vectors  of  pathogenic  bacteria. 

Biochemistry 

Dr.  R.  A.  MacLeod  reports  that  he  is  working  on  aspects 
of  bacterial  metabolism.  This  work  involves  the  study  of  the 
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requirements  of  bacteria  for  inorganic  ions,  ion  inter-relationships 
and  the  function  of  inorganic  ions  in  metabolism.  Work  on  the 
metabolism  of  the  essential  unsaturated  fatty  acids,  which  was 
begun  by  the  late  Dr.  Sinclair  is  being  continued  by  Dr. 
MacLeod,  and  Mr.  D.  C.  Mortimer. 

Biology- 

Dr.  R.  O.  Earl  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  the  planting 
of  trees  at  the  Biological  Station  was  completed.  Work  was 
continued  on  regeneration  of  the  forest  with  particular  attention 
given  to  barren  areas  where  native  vegetation  and  planted  tree 
seedlings  had  died.  Aeration  of  the  soil  by  cultivation,  addition 
of  mineral  fertilizers,  watering,  and  partial  sterilization  with 
formalin  had  slight  effect  as  indicated  by  seeding  following 
treatment.  Organic  fertilizer  promoted  vigorous  growth  but  much 
less  in  the  affected  area.  It  was  suspected  that  soil  micro¬ 
organisms  were  producing  antibiotics  lethal  to  seed  plants. 
Penicillin  was  found  to  inhibit  growth  of  maize  roots  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  logarithm  of  concentration. 

Dr.  G.  Krotkov  reports  that  his  studies  in  the  field  of  plant 
physiology  and  plant  chemistry  have  been  considerably  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  addition  of  a  special  laboratory  for  work  with 
radioactive  isotopes.  During  the  past  year,  P32  has  been  used 
to  study  absorption  and  translocation  of  phosphorus  by  plants. 
C14  has  been  used  for  the  studies  on  the  stages  and  mechanism 
of  starch  synthesis  in  plants.  A  method  has  been  worked  out 
for  the  biosynthesis  of  radioactive  glucose  labelled  uniformly 
throughout  its  whole  molecule. 

Dr.  A.  S.  West  reports  that  research  studies  in  progress 
relate  to  the  fields  of  insect  microbiology  and  insect  pathology. 
During  the  past  year,  the  following  projects  have  been  under 
investigation.  The  biology  and  epidemiology  of  certain  forest 
insect  pests  with  particular  reference  to  the  biotic  factors  of 
control  affecting  the  basswood  leafminer,  the  maple  leaf  cutter 
and  the  elder  sawfly;  establishment  in  the  field  of  bacterial  dis¬ 
eases  of  forest  insects;  the  development  of  a  research  culture 
collection  of  pathogenic  bacteria;  a  study  of  the  survival  of 
bacteria  during  metamorphosis  of  the  housefly  by  bacterial 
assessment  and  histological  examination;  Serratia  marcescens 
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as  an  insect  pathogen;  the  development  of  Immunity  to  mos¬ 
quito  toxins;  the  effect  of  the  wax  digesting  enzymes  of 
Galleria  mellonella  on  the  waxy  coatings  of  certain  bacteria; 
the  immunity  of  invertebrates  to  Botulinum  toxin  and  the  possible 
immunization  of  vertebrates  by  the  introduction  of  interverte¬ 
brate  tissues;  determination  of  the  blood  meal  hosts  of  arctic 
mosquito?  by  serological  technique;  and  lastly,  a  study  of  the 
plant  feeding  habits  of  arctic  mosquitos  by  means  of  radio¬ 
active  isotopes. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Curran  reports  that  during  the  summer  of  1949, 
research  work  was  conducted  at  Lake  Opinicon  along  a  number 
of  lines  with  the  aid  of  several  student  research  assistants.  The 
creel  census  was  continued  in  the  same  way  as  previous  years, 
and  the  data  collected  indicated  that  the  availability  of  fish  is 
remaining  fairly  constant.  Further  studies  were  made  on  the 
movements  of  tagged  bass  in  Lake  Opinicon.  Some  bass  were 
tagged  and  an  equal  number  were  fin  clipped.  Populations  of 
small  animals  on  islands  were  investigated  and  found  to  be 
very  limited  in  most  areas.  Studies  on  the  bottom  fauna  in 
relation  to  substrata  were  carried  out  to  gain  some  information 
regarding  the  relative  productivity  of  various  types  of  lake 
bottom. 

Chemistiy 

Dr.  ].  A.  McRae  reports  that  the  following  researches  are 
under  investigation: 

(a)  With  Miss  B.  Truscott:  Synthesis  of  oc  cc  -disub- 
stituted  succinic  acid. 

(b)  With  D.  Campbell:  Action  of  sodium  hypobromite  on 
diphenylacetylurea  and  related  compounds. 

(c)  With  L.  C.  Shaw:  The  action  of  diazo-compounds  on 
cc -cyanocinnamic  acid. 

(d)  With  several  fourth  year  students:  The  synthesis  and 
reactions  of  oc  oc  -diphenylsuccinic  acid. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Smith  states  that  studies  on  photosensitized  iso¬ 
merization  have  continued  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  G.  E. 
Woodside.  Attempts  are  being  made  to  minimize  the  occur- 
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rence  of  surface  catalyzed  thermal  isomerization  which  has  com¬ 
plicated  the  results,  and  to  develop  a  method  for  the  analysis 
of  cis  trans  butene  mixtures  through  measurements  of  vapour 
pressures. 

Dr.  R.  Y.  Moir  reports  that  during  the  past  year  he  has 
worked  on  the  following  problems: 

(a)  Routine  organic  syntheses  for  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  of  Canada. 

(b)  Stereoisomerism  in  the  cyclo-hexane  ring  (with  Mr. 
Ripley). 

(c)  Position  isomerism  in  the  metameconines  (with  Mr. 
Harry). 

Civil  Engineering 

Dr.  S.  D.  Lash  reports  that  a  study  of  the  ultimate  strength 
of  reinforced  concrete  beams  has  been  carried  out  in  the  civil 
engineering  department.  The  results  show  that  in  many  in¬ 
stances  the  ordinary  methods  of  calculation  do  not  give  reason¬ 
ably  accurate  estimates  of  the  strength  of  such  members.  A 
paper  on  the  subject  has  been  published  by  the  American 
Concrete  Institute.  Preliminary  work  has  been  done  on  the 
strength  of  reinforced  concrete  slabs  and  it  is  hoped  to  con¬ 
tinue  this  work  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Lee,  during  the  past  year,  has  carried  out  hydro- 
logic  research  in  connection  with  studies  on  Ontario  rivers. 
The  results  were  presented  to  a  meeting  of  the  Hydrological  and 
Meteorological  Section  of  the  I.U.G.A.  The  treatment  of  sewage 
using  rock  filters  is  progressing  favourably. 

Dr.  Low  reports  that  work  is  continuing  during  the  summer 
months  on  the  design  and  durability  of  bituminous  mixes.  A 
description  of  this  work  was  given  in  last  year's  report. 

Mathematics 

Dr.  F.  M.  Wood  states  the  research  on  "water  hammer" 
with  special  reference  to  the  breaking  of  the  water  column 
under  partial  vacuum  is  progressing.  Test  results  obtained 
with  the  Cossor  oscillograph  and  camera  are  now  being 
analyzed. 
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Mechanical  Engineering 

Professor  H.  G.  Conn  states  the  following  researches  are 
being  carried  out: 

(a)  Distribution  of  fly  ash,  with  C.  W.  Pidgeon,  dealing 
primarily  with  air  pollution  caused  by  steam  generating  plants. 

(b)  Studies  of  the  economics  of  a  commercial  heat  pump 
with  Mr.  R.  Palmer. 

(c)  Study  of  electrical,  hydraulic  and  mechanical  parts  of 
a  German  solid  injection  gasoline  air-cooled  engine  complete 
with  electrical  hydraulic  dynamometer  but  less  controls,  with 
F.  W.  Slingerland. 

(d)  Study  of  design  equation  for  warm  air  furnace,  with 
W.  G.  Colborne. 


Medicine 

Dr.  Ford  Connell  reports  that  Dr.  Malcolm  Brown  has  con¬ 
tinued  an  investigation  of  the  constitutional  and  psychological 
characteristics  of  patients  with  peptic  ulcer,  non-ulcer  dyspepsia, 
ulcerative  colitis  and  functional  diarrhoea.  A  quantitative  an¬ 
alysis  of  the  results  of  Rorschach  testing  in  a  group  of  duodenal 
ulcers  and  a  control  group  has  been  completed  by  Mr.  Ernest 
Poser,  M.A.  Further  work  in  the  role  of  abnormal  haemolysis 
in  secondary  anaemia  has  shown  that  it  is  sometimes  at  least 
a  factor  in  the  anaemia  of  carcinomatosis  and  other  neoplastic 
diseases.  Queen's  University  Arctic  Expedition,  1949,  carried 
out  a  medical  survey  and  nutritional  survey  on  an  isolated 
group  of  Eskimo  at  Igloolik. 

Dr.  Denis  White  has  conducted  a  survey  of  all  the  epileptics 
in  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Kingston,  by  means  of  electro-encephalo¬ 
graphy.  Dr.  Lorna  Wheelan,  working  with  Dr.  White,  has  sur¬ 
veyed  all  the  cases  of  disseminated  sclerosis  in  south-eastern 
Ontario,  and  from  this,  compiled  a  list  of  cases  who  reside 
within  a  radius  of  60  miles  of  Kingston  before  or  at  the  time 
of  onset  of  their  disease. 

Dr.  H.  G.  Kelly  is  studying  the  blood  globulin  and  fibrinogen 
changes  in  various  types  of  arthritis. 
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Metallurgy 

Dr.  O.  A.  Carson  states  that  work  on  the  magnesium  cir- 
conium  system  was  carried  on  during  the  past  summer.  Fur¬ 
ther  investigation  of  the  zinc  aluminum  die  casting  alloys  with 
high  aluminum  content  is  in  progress.  In  addition,  high  tem¬ 
perature  tensile  tests  at  temperatures  ranging  from  1400  F  to 
I800  F  are  being  conducted  on  stelcoloy.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
work  will  yield  information  that  can  be  of  value  in  determining 
the  forging  characteristics  of  this  alloy. 

Mineralogy 

Dr.  J  .E.  Hawley  reports  as  follows: 

Spectographic  research  on  sulphides  and  other  minerals  of 
the  Kirkland  Lake  gold  area  has  been  completed  and  the  results 
published  in  summary  form  in  a  report  (No.  8-3-49)  by  the 
Research  Council  of  Ontario. 

Further  spectographic  studies  have  been  completed  show¬ 
ing  variations  in  minor  elements  of  pyrite  in  the  Kerr-Addison 
Gold  Mine,  Larder  Lake  District,  Ontario.  Gold  and  silver 
appear  *o  increase  downward  to  the  deepest  level  at  2500  feet, 
while  nickel  and  cobalt  decrease  slightly.  These  are  being 
correlated  with  the  temperature  of  formation  of  the  pyrite  as 
determined  by  Dr.  F.  G.  Smith,  University  of  Toronto.  Similar 
studies  are  in  progress  on  sulphide  from  the  McIntyre  Gold 
Mine,  Ontario. 

With  C.  L.  Lewis,  the  minor  element  content  of  sulphides 
from  the  Sudbury  district  is  being  studied  and  methods  have 
been  devised  to  determine  quantitatively  the  platinum  and 
palladium  content  of  pyrrhotite,  pentlandite,  and  chalcopyrite 
in  these  ores. 

Spectrographic  research  is  in  progress  for  Falconbridge 
Nickel  Mines  Ltd.,  on  various  metal  products  including  nickel 
cathodes,  anodes,  malleable  nickel  and  platinum,  palladium, 
rhodium,  ruthenium  and  iridium. 

Dr.  L.  G.  Berry  reports  that  further  X-ray  studies  of  mineral 
phosphates,  arsenates  and  tungstates  are  in  progress.  Mr.  F. 
M.  Thornton  has  carried  out  an  X-ray  study  of  the  rare-earth 
silicate  mineral  cenosite. 
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Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Robertson,  Dr.  Hopkinson  is 
investigating  the  lymphatic  drainage  of  the  cervix,  with  par¬ 
ticular  reference  to  the  spread  of  cancer. 

Pathology 

Dr.  J.  D.  Hamilton  reports  that  Dr.  C.  R.  MacLean  and  his 
associates  have  continued  their  work  on  hypersensitive  tissue 
reactions,  and  have  succeeded  in  producing  acute,  subacute, 
and  chronic  glomerulonephritis,  in  rabbits.  The  effects  of  cor¬ 
tisone  on  the  development  of  the  renal  lesion  is  now  being 
investigated  as  a  joint  project  of  the  department  of  Pathology, 
Queen's  University,  and  the  department  of  Medicine,  University 
of  Toronto. 

An  investigation  of  wound  infection  by  gram-negative 
bacilli  such  as  E.  Coli,  Ps.  Pyocyaneus,  and  B.  Proteus  is  being 
conducted  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  F.  F.  Howatt  and  R.  C.  Ross. 

Pharmacology 

Professor  Eldon  M.  Boyd  reports  that  work  on  the  drug 
tetraethylthiuram  disulphide  has  shown  that  it  is  more  toxic  and 
lethal  in  hepatectomized  albino  rats  than  in  laparotomized  con¬ 
trols.  The  evidence  suggests  that  this  drug,  which  is  used  in 
the  therapy  of  alcoholism,  is  metabolized  in  the  liver.  With  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  G.  Fowkes,  the  leucopoietic  action  of  adenosine- 
5-phosphoric  acid  is  being  investigated  in  aminopterin-induced 
leucopenia  of  guinea  pigs. 

Dr.  H.  D.  McEwen  states  that  the  investigation  of  structural 
and  metabolic  changes  in  rats  bearing  carcinosarcoma  256  has 
been  continued  with  particular  reference  to  the  distribution  of 
water  between  the  extracellular  and  intracellular  compartments 
in  the  liver.  Abnormalities  in  this  distribution  are  being  corre¬ 
lated  with  changes  in  the  mitochondria  of  the  hepatic  cells,  of 
the  protein  and  proteose  content  of  blood  plasma,  and  the 
electrolyte  concentrations  in  blood  plasma. 

Physics 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  states  that  during  the  past  year  work  has 
been  continued  with  the  cloud  chamber-energy  spectrum  of 
neutrons;  with  the  beta  ray  spectrometer — a  new  method  of 
measuring  absorption  coefficients  of  gamma  rays  has  been 
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developed;  with  coincidence  counting — a  counter  has  been 
developed  with  a  resolving  time  of  l(hs  seconds.  This  counter 
‘will  have  many  uses;  with  photographic  emulsions,  which  will 
be  found  to  be  extremely  useful  in  analysing  nuclear  reactions 
produced  by  rays  from  the  synchrotron;  X-ray  scattering,  etc. 

Much  of  the  time  during  the  past  year  has  been  devoted 
to  the  installation  of  the  synchrotron  and  special  mention  must 
be  made  of  the  contribution  to  this  made  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Cave, 
and  Mr.  W.  G.  Cranna.  The  synchrotron  has  been  operated 
with  an  X-ray  intensity  four  times  that  given  in  the  specifica¬ 
tions.  Preliminary  experiments  have  been  started. 

The  following  research  students  have  been  associated  with 
the  above  work:  P.  M.  Bird,  R.  G.  Burton,  J.  D.  Buck,  W.  G. 
Cranna,  W.  J.  Forsyth,  A.  Pearson,  N.  R.  Steenberg,  and  H. 
Janzen. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Cave  states  that  considerable  time  was  devoted 
to  problems  connected  with  the  installation  of  the  synchrotron 
until  the  arrival  of  the  General  Electric  Engineers.  He  is  con¬ 
structing  a  high  voltage  discharge  tube  for  use  with  the 
laboratory  electrostatic  generator.  The  glass  rings  for  this  were 
ground  by  the  Optics  Division  of  the  National  Research  Council 
during  the  summer  through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  L.  E.  Howlett 
and  Mr.  J.  N.  Cairns.  The  steel  plate  to  make  the  electrodes 
is  at  present  on  order. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Harkness  reports  that  a  Shaw-Riddell  absorption 
hygrometer  of  special  design  has  been  set  up  to  measure  the 
vapour  pressure  in  drying  ovens  as  used  in  forest  field  research. 
Preliminary  measurements  have  been  made  to  check  the  values 
assumed  by  Gisborne  and  which  it  has  been  customary  to  use. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Watson  reports  that  during  the  summer  of  1949, 
deep-sea  current  meter,  developed  by  him,  was  fitted  with  a 
new  paper-tape  recording  unit.  At  the  end  of  August,  current 
measurements  were  made  in  the  Slope  Water  region  just  north 
of  the  Gulf  Stream.  Continuous  records  of  velocity  were 
obtained  for  various  depths  down  to  500  metres,  while  the  ship 
drifted  freely  without  sail.  The  ship's  track  was  plotted  from 
Loran  readings  taken  every  ten  minutes.  The  precision  of  Loran 
is  sufficient  to  provide,  for  the  first  time,  a  method  of  measuring 
the  ship's  absolute  velocity  over  short  periods,  so  that  currents 
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measured  relative  to  the  ship  can  be  corrected  to  give  absolute 
currents.  Speeds  observed  varied  from  3  knots  at  50  metres  to 
1.3  knots  at  500  metres  depth.  These  direct  observations  are 
of  fundamental  importance  and  will  be  continued  this  summer. 

Dr.  J.  V.  Hughes  reports  as  follows: 

Work  has  continued  on  the  determination  of  the  dielectric 
constant  of  gases  at  microwave  frequencies.  This  work,  which 
was  started  last  year  by  Mr.  W.  Lavrench  working  for  his  M.Sc., 
is  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Defence  Research  Board.  Mr. 
Lavrench  obtained  some  results  on  the  dielectric  constant  of  dry 
air,  but  in  doing  so,  discovered  some  points  in  the  apparatus 
requiring  improvements.  The  work  this  year  has  been  directed 
to  effecting  these  improvements.  The  apparatus  has  been  re¬ 
arranged,  one  unit  considerably  improved,  and  a  new  unit  built. 
At  present,  the  apparatus  is  being  re-assembled  and  tuned  up, 
ready  for  further  measurements. 

Dr.  D.  T.  Roberts  has  continued  his  work  with  scintillation 
counters.  A  new  model  has  been  built  in  which  two  phototubes 
"look  at  the  same  crystal."  This  reduces  the  background  to  a 
minimum.  This  model  will  enable  us  to  carry  out  accurate 
measurements  with  various  types  of  nuclear  radiations.  He  has 
been  assisted  by  R.  G.  Burton. 

Surgery- 

Dr.  D.  L.  C.  Bingham  reports  that  an  investigation  of  the 
therapeutic  application  of  the  principle  of  intra-arterial  trans¬ 
fusions  in  the  treatment  of  traumatic  and  oligemic  shock  has 
been  carried  out  by  Mr.  Louis  Carey,  TVlr.  Carman  Johnson,  and 
Miss  Beverly  Baxter.  A  second  project  on  the  effect  of  radon 
seed  implantation  into  the  lungs  and  into  various  other  tissues 
is  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Donald  Bowes. 

Mr.  Bradfield  continues  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  the 
development  of  certain  researches,  and  the  committee  wishes 
to  express  their  appreciation  for  his  valuable  services. 

The  committee  wish  once  more  to  put  on  record  their  deep 
appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  of  the  trustees  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  officers  of  the  University  in  research.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 


The  committee  dealt  with  a  number  of  requests  for  financial 
assistance  to  help  carry  forward  some  research  projects.  In 
accordance  with  the  system  of  rotating  membership  two  com¬ 
mittee  members.  Professors  Alexander  and  Tracy  retired,  and 
two  new  members.  Professors  Corry  and  Vincent  were  elected 
by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  replace  them. 

The  following  information  has  been  received  regarding 
research  projects  that  are  now  in  progress: 

H.  Alexander. — Some  of  the  material  collected  during  his 
investigation  of  Eastern  Canadian  dialects  has  been  used  in 
the  report  on  the  English  language  in  Canada  written  by  him 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Arts,  Letters, 
and  Sciences.  His  second  volume  of  translations  of  plays  by 
Holberg  is  in  the  press. 

A.  Edinborough  is  continuing  his  investigation  of  the  Losely 
manuscripts  in  the  Folger  Shakespeare  Library,  Washington, 
D.C.  From  microfilms  made  last  summer,  a  complete  set  of 
Revels  office  documents  for  the  year  1551  has  been  transcribed, 
and  an  article  on  them  is  almost  ready.  The  transcription  of 
the  Revels  documents  for  Henry  VIITs  reign,  so  far  neglected 
by  historians  of  drama,  is  now  well  under  way,  and  he  hopes 
to  have  them  finished  as  a  result  of  a  further  two  months  at 
the  Folger  this  summer. 

R.  L.  Fauconnier  is  at  work  on  a  thesis:  George  Gissing, 
Thomme  et  son  oeuvre,  to  be  presented  in  the  Sorbonne  for  the 
doctor's  degree  (State  doctorate). 

A.  M.  Fox  is  preparing  A  study  of  the  drama  of  Lucas 
Fernandez. 

S.  M.  Gilmour  has  two  manuscripts  in  the  final  stages  of 
preparation  for  the  press.  One  is  an  introduction  to,  and  com¬ 
mentary  on,  the  Gospel  of  Luke,  and  the  other  is  a  translation 
from  the  German  of  a  book  by  the  late  Hans  Windisch  entitled 
The  Meaning  of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  It  is  expected  that 
both  manuscripts  will  be  published  early  in  1951. 
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I.  Halperin  has  completed  the  following  articles:

The  Steinitz-Gross  Theorem  For  Sums  of  Vectors  (with 
I.  Damsteeg,  graduate  student).  To  be  submitted  to 
the  Trans.  Royal  Society. 

A  Collision  Problem  in  Relativistic  Mechanics.  To  be  sub¬ 
submitted  to  the  Mathematical  Monthly. 

Dr.  Halperin  is  also  preparing  an  exposition  of  the  Theory 
of  Distributions  for  publication  by  the  Canadian  Mathematical 
Congress,  at  their  request.  This  is  based  on  lectures  given  at 
Vancouver  in  1949  by  visiting  mathematician  Laurent  Schwartz, 
who  originated  the  theory. 

His  programme  for  future  work  is  to  concentrate  on  research 
in  lattice  and  continuous  geometry  theory. 

S.  E.  Smethurst  for  the  past  nine  months  has  been  in¬ 
vestigating  Cicero's  political  theory  in  relation  to  his  general 
philosophy  of  life  and  examining  the  works  of  Isocrates  as  a 
possible  minor  source  for  Cicero's  political  works. 

J.  M.  Shaw  is  preparing  a  text-book  on  Systematic  Theology 
which  he  expects  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


Due  to  the  unusually  large  class  in  art  this  year  the  lecture 
room  and  studio  were  taxed  to  capacity.  Additional  equipment 
had  to  be  provided  in  order  to  accommodate  everyone.  Mr. 
Grant  Macdonald  gave  valuable  assistance  in  the  studio  classes. 

In  order  to  see  the  paintings  of  the  Viennese  Collections 
and  to  study  pictures  in  other  galleries  a  trip  to  New  York  was 
organized.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  conduct  the  groups  through 
the  principal  galleries.  In  view  of  the  cultural  benefits  of  such 
a  trip  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  repeated  every  year. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  having  on  exhibition  the 
outstanding  collection  of  Canadian  paintings  loaned  by  R.  S. 
McLaughlin  of  Oshawa.  This  exhibition  was  formally  opened 
by  one  who  had  given  active  help  in  its  formation.  Dr.  A.  Y. 
Jackson  in  his  opening  address  traced  the  history  of  Canadian 
painting  from  its  early  day  to  the  present  time.  Other  ex¬ 
hibitions  arranged  by  the  art  department  were  Early  Ontario 
Architecture,  The  Age  of  Enlightenment,  Paintings  of  the  Ecole 
de  Paris  in  reproductions.  Water  Colouis  by  Maxwell  Bates, 
Contemporary  English  Lithographs,  Queen's  Camera  Club  Salon. 
The  exhibition.  Painters'  Art  in  Laymen's  Language,  and  paint¬ 
ings  by  the  summer  school  instructors  are  booked  for  the  summer 
session. 

As  in  other  years,  providing  opportunities  for  the  cultural 
development  of  the  community  has  been  an  important  factor  of 
the  work  of  the  art  department.  Fees  which  had  been  at  the 
same  level  for  many  years  were  raised  from  five  to  ten  dollars. 
Classes  in  drawing  and  painting  were  well  attended.  A  new 
group  in  modeling  was  formed  under  the  active  guidance  of 
Mrs.  J.  Coster.  The  art  association  held  its  spring  exhibition 
in  the  Students'  Memorial  Union.  Because  of  its  excellent  light 
the  banquet  hall  is  admirably  suited  for  the  showing  of  paintings. 
For  the  use  of  this  hall  thanks  are  due  to  the  Students'  Memorial 
Union  committee. 

A  survey  of  the  paintings  in  the  University  collection  was 
made.  Mr.  J.  Harbour,  lately  of  the  National  Gallery,  Ottawa,

inspected  the  paintings  and  submitted  a  report  with  estimates. 
The  art  committee  has  recommended  that  the  restoration  of  the 
pictures  should  be  carried  out.  A  start  has  been  made  in  this 
direction. 

The  George  Richardson  bequest  through  Mrs.  Frederick 
Etherington,  has  presented  to  the  art  department  a  group  of 
eighteen  large  framed  reproductions  of  paintings  by  modern 
masters.  These  reproductions  are  being  used  in  the  class  room 
and  on  extension  lectures. 

An  exhibition  of  painting  and  drawing  by  Andre  Bieler 
was  held  at  the  Garfield  Galleries  in  Toronto  this  spring.  Some 
seven  hundred  people  visited  the  exhibition  in  the  two  weeks' 
showing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  MUSICIAN 


In  the  first  term,  the  Glee  Club  gave  a  concert  in  Grant 
Hall,  in  association  with  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  The  charac¬ 
ter  of  this  concert  was  largely  conditioned  by  the  fact  that 
the  Glee  Club  had  been  invited  to  provide  the  music  at  the 
evening  service  of  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  at  Alexandria 
Bay,  N.Y.  This  invitation  made  it  necessary  for  the  club  to 
confine  its  choice  to  works  suitable  for  that  occasion.  The 
works  performed  were:  Four  chorales  from  the  five-part  motet 
Jesu,  priceless  treasure  (Bach);  the  eight-part  motet  Be  not 
afraid  (Bach);  and  two  choruses,  one  with  soprano  solo,  from 
the  German  Requiem  of  Johannes  Brahms,  the  solo  being  sung 
by  Christine  Stewart  (Arts  '53).  Donald  Jardine  (Science  '52) 
sang  the  bass  recitative  and  aria  Thus  saith  the  Lord  from  The 
Messiah,  and  If  God  be  for  us.  A  soprano  aria  from  the  same 
work,  was  sung  by  Tjot  Coster  George.  This  programme  was 
sung  in  Alexandria  Bay  on  November  27th  and  in  Grant  Hall 
on  November  29th.  On  the  latter  occasion,  the  Glee  Club  was 
joined  by  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  which  played  Haydn's 
Surprise  Symphony  in  G  major. 

In  an  era  of  fission,  the  Glee  Club  proved  itself  thoroughly 
up-to-date  by  deciding  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  to  divide  itself 
into  two  parts,  one  retaining  the  name  of  the  Queens  Glee  Club, 
to  perform  music  of  a  lighter  character  than  that  which  it  had 
hitherto  attempted,  and  the  other  to  be  known  as  the  Queen's 
Madrigal  Singers,  to  devote  its  attention  to  any  music  which 
it  feels  it  can  adequately  perform,  without  regard  to  the  degree 
of  difficulty.  By  this  means  the  membership  of  the  former 
Glee  Club  hopes  to  provide  both  for  those  who  get  their  enjoy¬ 
ment  out  of  music  by  just  singing,  and  for  those  who  get  their 
enjoyment  by  working  at  it.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  "lighter  music"  group  is  already  being  attempted 
— perhaps  fulfilled — by  the  newly  emerging  Queen's  Revue 
tradition,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  observe  whether  these 
two  student  activities  tend  towards  amalgamation. 

Meanwhile  the  Queen  s  Madrigal  Singers  have  got  off  to 
a  good  start  by  competing  with  some  distinction  in  the  Rotary 


International  Festival  of  Music  held  in  Kingston  in  February. 
The  Madrigal  Singers  entered  in  two  classes,  in  both  of  which 
they  were  awarded  first  class  grading  (over  80%),  and  were 
selected  to  sing  at  the  final  concert  known  as  the  Stars  of  the 
Festival  in  Grant  Hall. 

The  Queen's  Symphony  Orchestra  also  competed  in  the 
Festival,  playing  a  movement  of  a  Haydn  symphony.  The 
players  were  highly  commended  by  the  adjudicators,  who  gave 
them  the  very  high  mark  of  91%  and  made  in  the  course  of 
their  comment  two  remarks  which  gave  particular  pleasure  to 
the  conductor:  "...  it  certainly  was  a  performance  in  every 
sense  of  the  word  .  .  ."  and  "...  a  first  class  group  of  people  with 
heaps  of  promise".  The  Symphony  Orchestra  was  also  chosen 
to  play  at  the  Stars  of  the  Festival  concert. 

The  university  concert  series  presented  the  following  artists: 
The  Montreal  Women's  Orchestra  (conductor,  Ethel  Stark); 
Ethel  Bartlett  and  Rae  Robertson,  duo-pianists;  the  Greenwich 
Village  Opera  Company  of  New  York.  Young  Artists  pre¬ 
sented  as  an  integral  part  of  the  main  series  were :  Pearl 
Palmason,  violinist;  Ernest  Adams,  baritone  (winner  of  the 
Singing  Stars  of  Tomorrow  contest. 

There  was  this  year  an  increase  of  interest  among  the 
students  in  the  use  of  the  music  room  in  the  Douglas  Library 
for  general  listening.  The  room  is  open  each  evening  for  re¬ 
corded  programmes  and  for  certain  radio  programmes  of  special 
interest.  The  number  of  students  listening  this  year  has  been 
greater  than  we  have  had  during  the  past  three  years. 

The  activities  of  the  music  department  in  connection  with 
the  summer  school  are  stated  in  the  report  of  that  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DRAMA  DEPARTMENT 


Interest  in  dramatics  among  the  students  this  past  year  has 
been  very  gratifying.  Actual  participation  by  them  has  been 
limited  by  time,  staff,  and  facilities.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
session  about  120  students  hopefully  join  the  Drama  Guild  but 
it  is  impossible  to  make  use  of  the  talents  or  skill  of  every  one. 
Nevertheless,  in  each  major  production  the  contributions  of  from 
35  to  45  are  accredited  on  the  printed  programme. 

The  first  term's  major  production  was  The  Glass  Menagerie 
by  Tennessee  Williams,  presented  in  Convocation  Hall  for  three 
performances  and  in  Glebe  Collegiate,  sponsored  by  the  Ottawa 
Branch  of  the  Queen's  Alumni.  In  February,  Brandon  Thomas's 
eternal  favourite,  Charley's  Aunt,  was  revived.  Capacity  audi¬ 
ences  indicated  that  the  work  of  the  students  was  worthy  of 
support  and  was  appreciated.  A  programme  of  three  one-act 
plays  in  the  first  term  called  upon  the  services  of  40  students. 

Two  festivals  in  the  second  term  completed  the  students' 
participation  in  theatrical  activity.  The  Drama  Guild  was  host 
to  the  annual  festival  of  the  Inter-Varsity  Drama  League.  Six 
groups  competed :  Carleton  College,  Loyola,  Macdonald, 
McMaster,  Queen's  and  the  University  of  Western  Ontario. 

The  third  annual  Eastern  Ontario  Secondary  School  Drama 
Festival,  presented  by  the  department,  occurred  early  in  March. 
Although  eight  schools  had  entered,  only  six  finally  competed: 
Carleton  Place  High  School,  Brockville  Collegiate,  Kingston 
Collegiate,  Notre  Dame  High  School  of  Kingston,  Peterborough 
Collegiate  and  Regiopolis  College.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
committee  of  directors  gave  the  festival  a  vote  of  confidence. 
It  was  felt  that  Queen's  University,  in  conducting  the  festival 
and  in  supplying  mimeographed  instructional  material  was  per¬ 
forming  a  valuable  service  to  the  schools.  It  is  especially 
gratifying  that  the  quality  of  performances  has  improved  re¬ 
markably  each  year. 

The  schools  had  been  supplied  with  Some  Notes  Regarding 
Adjudication  and  an  annotated  Recommended  List  of  One-act 
Plays  which  has  also  become  a  bulletin  of  the  Department  of 
National  Health  and  Welfare,  for  wider  distribution. 
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Much  of  the  students'  extracurricular  activity  this  year  has 
been  in  the  much  expanded  programme  of  the  Queen's  Radio 
Workshop  of  the  Drama  Guild.  Every  Thursday  evening  from 
the  middle  of  October  to  the  end  of  February  there  was  a  four- 
hour  broadcast  from  the  campus  station,  CFRC.  In  these  pro¬ 
grammes  more  than  a  hundred  students  had  an  opportunity  to 
broadcast  and  about  fifty,  as  regular  or  frequent  participants 
gained  training  and  experience  in  the  various  arts  of  radio. 
Much  of  the  material  was  original  and  topical,  and  benefited 
by  the  interest  and  instruction  of  Margaret  Angus  who  offered 
a  non-credit,  extracurricular  course  in  radio  writing. 

We  continue  each  summer  the  policy  of  encouraging  Cana¬ 
dian  play  writing.  In  1949  a  new  play  by  the  Nova  Scotian  H. 
Shirley  Fowke,  Devil  Take  Me,  received  its  first  production. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  production  staffs  of  the  Drama 
Guild  for  additions  to  the  stock  of  scenery  and  other  equipment 
and  for  repair  and  maintenance.  By  purchase  and  volunteer 
labour,  improvements  and  additions  especially  to  the  lighting 
facilities  provide  the  University  with  lighting  equipment  very 
adequate  for  the  stage  and  auditorium  of  Convocation  Hall. 

The  department  continues  to  serve  groups  and  individuals, 
in  and  out  of  town,  with  advice  and  the  loan  of  equipment; 
and  the  department,  the  Drama  Guild  and  the  Faculty  Players 
Club  work  co-operatively  and  share  the  facilities  which  are 
much  in  demand  by  others. 

In  another  busy  and  enjoyable  year,  students  in  the  drama 
course  and  in  the  Drama  Guild ,  working  together  intimately, 
have  acquired  knowledge  and  training  not  only  in  the  arts  of 
the  theatre  and  radio  but  in  organization,  co-operation,  and 
administration.

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REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


The  Programme  for  Men 

As  required  by  the  university  regulations  a  programme 
of  physical  education  was  provided  during  the  1949-50  session 
for  all  freshmen  who  were  not  ex-service  personnel.  This  group 
was  organized  into  nine  different  classes — four  from  science,  four 
from  arts,  and  one  from  medicine.  The  classes  in  the  gym¬ 
nasium  received  a  variety  of  physical  exercises,  with  the  stress 
being  placed  on  strength  building  and  recreative  activity. 
Seasonal  sports  proved  very  popular,  and  basketball  and  volley¬ 
ball  leagues  were  conducted  in  each  separate  group. 

Members  of  the  freshmen  year  who  were  found  to  be  un¬ 
able  to  swim  were  placed  in  instruction  classes  under  Mr. 
Albert  Gow,  swimming  instructor,  where  they  received  special 
attention. 

Intramural  athletics  which  are  conducted  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  again  proved  very  popular,  and  the  Bews  Trophy  was 
won  by  Science  '51.  As  in  former  years,  in  certain  of  the 
tournament  sports,  it  was  found  necessary  to  limit  entries  to 
25%  of  the  membership  in  any  competing  year.  It  is  estimated 
that  considerably  more  than  50%  of  the  student  body  has  taken 
part  in  the  intramural  athletic  programme.  A  strong  student 
committee  was  appointed  during  the  year  to  assist  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  intramural  programme.  Professor  John  F. 
Edwards  is  faculty  adviser  to  this  committee,  and  the  success 
of  the  programme  is  due  entirely  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the 
committee  members  and  of  Mr.  Edwards. 

The  Programme  for  Women 

As  in  previous  years  the  programme  of  physical  education 
for  women  included  participation  in  intercollegiate  athletics,  in 
intramural  and  extramural  competition  and  in  required  activities 
for  all  first  year  students. 

Intercollegiate. 

The  tournament  style  in  intercollegiate  competition  was 
used  again  during  the  session  with  the  following  results: 

Archery,  at  Toronto,  was  won  by  McDonald  College, 
Guelph,  Queen's  2nd. 
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Tennis,  at  Western,  was  won  by  McGill,  Queen's  4th. 

Swimming  at  McMaster,  was  won  by  Toronto,  Queen's  3rd. 

Badminton,  at  Queen's,  was  won  by  Queen's,  Toronto  2nd. 

Basketball,  at  McGill,  was  won  by  Toronto,  Queen's  4th. 

Intramural  and  Extramural. 

Queen's  basketball  teams  won  the  senior  and  intermediate 
sections  of  the  Kingston  City  Basketball  League.  A  total  of  six 
different  teams  representing  the  University  participated  in  this 
competition,  along  with  fifteen  additional  teams  from  the  Kings¬ 
ton  district. 

Well  organized  leagues  and  competitions  were  conducted 
for  women  students  in  softball,  basketball,  hockey,  tennis,  swim¬ 
ming,  badminton,  bowling,  and  archery.  The  year  trophy  was 
won  by  Levana  '51. 

The  enthusiasm  exhibited  in  the  intramural  programme  was 
a  source  of  great  satisfaction,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  phase 
of  activity  will  be  extended  as  additional  facilities  are  made 
available. 

Required  programme. 

First  year  students  may  elect  the  activities  in  which  they 
choose  to  participate.  Eleven  different  sports  were  included  in 
this  programme  and  tennis,  basketball,  swimming,  badminton, 
and  volleyball  proved  most  popular.  Because  of  a  time-table 
conflict  with  other  subjects  it  was  not  possible  for  all  first  year 
students  to  complete  the  requirements  in  physical  education 
last  year.  Next  year  it  is  proposed  to  organize  additional 
classes  so  that  the  above  situation  will  no  longer  occur. 

The  programme  for  women  has  been  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Miss  Marion  Ross,  who  has  been  ably  assisted 
during  the  year  by  Miss  Kathleen  King  and  Miss  Diana  Hawkins. 


The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education,  which  was 
established  at  the  commencement  of  the  1947  term,  enrolled 
thirty-two  students  in  the  first  year  in  September  1949.  This 
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course  had  an  enrollment  in  the  four  years  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD  OF  CONTROL 


The  position  of  Queen's  in  intercollegiate  sport  has  been 
well  maintained  this  session.  Senior  teams  participated  in  the 
following  ten  sports:  football,  basketball,  hockey,  boxing,  wrest¬ 
ling,  track,  harrier,  badminton,  ski  and  golf.  Intermediate  and 
junior  teams  competed  in  football,  hockey  and  basketball. 

Whilst  no  senior  championship  came  to  Queen's  this  year, 
intermediate  titles  were  won  in  intercollegiate  basketball  and 
O.B.A.  basketball.  Particular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  out¬ 
standing  playing  of  our  senior  football  and  senior  basketball 
teams,  both  very  ably  coached  by  Frank  Tindall.  The  football 
team  missed  the  championship  play-off  by  the  smallest  margin 
possible  and  the  basketball  team  defeated  each  of  the  other 
teams  at  least  once  and  were  just  shaded  for  the  title  by  Western 
whom  they  defeated  in  our  gym  after  a  thrilling  game.  The 
hockey  team  were  rather  badly  overshadowed  by  superior 
teams,  although  the  players  gave  of  their  best  and  completed 
all  schedules.  The  boxing  and  wrestling  teams  were  unable  to 
retain  the  championship  won  last  year.  Graduations  removed 
several  tried  and  experienced  competitors  and  a  period  of  re¬ 
building  is  underway  in  these  sports  under  the  tutelage  of  Jack 
Jarvis  and  Jim  Saylor.  The  badminton  trophy  left  Queen's  this 
year,  having  been  won  by  McGill.  Very  creditable  showings 
were  made  by  our  teams  in  track,  harrier  and  ski  competition. 

The  intramural  athletic  competition  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  J.  Edwards  carried  out  a  very  extensive  programme  and 
Sc.  '51  won  the  James  G.  Bews  Trophy. 

Levana  had  teams  playing  in  the  ladies  intercollegiate 
series  in  archery,  badminton,  tennis,  swimming,  basketball  and 
hockey.  Levana  won  the  badminton  championship  and  much 
credit  is  due  to  the  coaching  of  Miss  Ross,  Miss  Hawkins  and 
Miss  King  for  the  splendid  showing  of  their  teams. 

The  Jock  Harty  Arena  has  been  in  operation  through  the 
winter  and  has  provided  skating  and  hockey  for  our  students 
and  citizens  of  Kingston.  It  is  noted  that  we  are  very  likely  to 
meet  opposition  from  the  proposed  new  municipal  arena  which 
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will  necessitate  careful  consideration  to  the  matter  of  the  future 
operation  of  the  Jock  Harty  Arena. 

The  gymnasium  is  still  being  used  to  capacity  during  the 
session.  The  classes  in  physical  education  and  health,  basket¬ 
ball,  swimming,  water  polo,  boxing  and  wrestling,  softball  and 
other  athletic  activities  make  the  gym  a  very  busy  place. 

Again  our  appreciation  is  due  to  our  coaches.  Mr.  Frank 
Tindall,  Mr.  Mullan  and  Prof.  Edwards  in  football,  Mr.  Tindall, 
Mr.  Gordon  McDonell,  Mr.  Faulkner  and  Mr.  Daverne  in  basket¬ 
ball,  Mr.  Jarvis  in  boxing,  Mr.  Saylor  in  wrestling,  Mr.  Chouinard 
and  Mr.  Reason  in  hockey,  Mr.  Donald  McDonell  in  track  and 
harrier,  Mr.  Gow  in  swimming  and  Prof.  Edwards  in  ski.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


The  health  of  the  student  body  during  the  autumn  months 
was  about  average  compared  with  other  years.  Soon  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  however,  a  fairly  wide-spread  outbreak  of 
influenza  with  enteritis,  frequently  called  intestinal  influenza, 
affected  a  large  number  of  students.  Of  these  a  good  pro¬ 
portion  were  not  seriously  ill  so  that  the  pressure  was  on  the 
daily  outdoor  clinics  or  sick  parades  rather  than  on  the  hospital 
itself.  One  expected  that  this  epidemic  would  subside  during 
February  and  March  but,  perhaps  due  to  the  open  weather,  it 
did  not  do  so.  This  has  probably  affected  attendance  more  than 
usual. 

Fewer  students  have  become  psychiatric  problems  which 
agrees  with  the  theory  that  such  cases  occur  mostly  in  veteran 
students. 

The  system  for  the  examining  of  first  year  students  which 
was  organized  two  years  ago  worked  very  well  last  autumn. 
This  examination  includes  psychiatric  "screening".  The  mass 
X-ray  chest  survey  functiond  in  January,  1950,  the  first  and  final 
years  were  x-ray'd.  One  active  case,  Aubrey  Osborne,  was 
brought  to  light  by  this  routine.  Actually,  what  decided  us  to 
put  him  in  sanatorium  (Ongwanada)  was  the  result  of  a  test 
which  did  not  prove  positive  until  five  weeks  after  he  was 
examined.  Two  other  students — W.  Purdy  and  J.  M.  Ross — 
became  sick  during  the  session  and  are  also  at  the  above 
sanatorium. 

The  attendance  on  sick  parade  has  been  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  There  have  been  fewer  surgical  cases — partly 
because  the  winter  did  not  allow  much  time  for  skiing.  I  would 
like  again  to  thank  the  consultants — especially  those  in  surgery 
— for  their  very  great  kindness  to  the  student  patients.  One 
wonders  whether  this  is  always  appreciated  as  much  as  it  should 
be.  The  registrar's  office  has  been  most  helpful  and  obliging 
and  I  feel  greatly  indebted  to  them  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness.

Training 

1.  General : 

Training  has  been  carried  out  to  correspond  as  closely  as 
possible  with  syllabi  provided  by  Naval  Headquarters.  To  add 
interest  to  the  course,  certain  outside  speakers  have  been  ob¬ 
tained  as  follows: 

Superintendent  McLellan,  RCMP,  Special  Topic;  Captain 
A.  G.  Storrs  RCN„  Naval  Organization  and  Allied  Topics; 
Lt.-Cdr,  C.  P.  Nixon,  RCN,  Analysis  of  the  Battle  of  Lezte  Gulf. 

2.  Training  Periods: 

Training  was  carried  out  each  Monday  night  from  26th 
September  to  5th  December  1949,  and,  each  Wednesday  night 
from  11th  January  to  22nd  March  1950  with  only  two  exceptions. 
The  training  night  is  normally  divided  into  four  periods  of  40 
minutes  each.  It  is  preceded  by  Divisions  and  followed  by 
Evening  Quarters.  There  is  a  ten  minute  Stand  Easy  period 
at  2050. 
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3.  Training  Syllabi: 

Training  for  all  first  year  personnel  and  executive  cadets 
in  the  second  and  third  year  Divisions  has  been  centred  around 
navigation  and  other  subjects  were  sacrificed  to  some  extent  in 
order  to  complete  the  reguired  amount  of  navigation  instruction. 

Branch  training  was  given  to  cadets  of  the  Medical  and 
Engineering  and  Supply  Branches.  Unfortunately,  due  to  a  lack 
of  instructors,  the  training  given  the  latter  is  not  considered  to 
be  of  high  enough  calibre. 

Recruiting 

The  results  of  the  recruiting  for  the  fall  of  1949  were  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

On  the  23rd  of  February  1950,  a  meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  three  Services  on  the  campus  was  held  to  discuss  re¬ 
cruiting  policy  for  the  coming  school  year.  It  was  decided  that 
a  policy  of  joint  service  co-operation  would  lead  to  the  best 
results.  Several  suggestions  were  made.  These  included 
the  sending  of  a  Tri-Service  letter  to  all  male  students 
accepted  into  the  University  for  the  coming  year;  the  setting 
up  of  a  Tri-Service  recruiting  centre  on  the  campus  for  the 
opening  weeks  of  the  session;  pooling  of  personnel  where  con¬ 
venient;  cross  checking  of  applicants  for  each  Service  to 
eliminate  some  of  the  duplication  of  documentation  which  has 
taken  place  in  previous  years. 

Promotion  of  Cadets 

This  year  of  thirty-three  men  entering  the  U.N.T.D.  as 
Ordinary  Seaman,  twenty-nine  were  promoted  to  Cadet  RCN(R) 
after  their  Cadet  Selection  Board  was  held  in  February  1950. 

Since  April  1949,  four  cadets  of  Queen's  U.N.T.D.  have 
received  commissions  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  (Reserve). 
Of  these,  three  were  in  the  engineering  branch  and  one  in  the 
supply  branch. 

It  is  anticipated  that  approximately  eight  Cadets  will  receive 
their  commissions  before  September.

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REPORT  OF  R.C.A.F.  RESERVE  UNIVERSITY  FLIGHT 


The  formation  of  a  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  (Reserve) 
University  Flight  was  approved  on  the  15th  October  1949,  when 
authorization  was  received  from  Air  Force  Headquarters  to 
enlist  approximately  twenty-five  Flight  Cadets  per  year  for  three 
years'  training.  The  Flight  is  under  the  Command  of  S/L 
J.  E.  Wright,  who  has  on  his  staff  one  RCAF  (Regular)  Officer 
and  one  RCAF  (Regular)  NCO. 

Because  of  a  critical  lack  of  space  on  the  campus,  the 
Flight  was  at  first  located  in  the  basement  of  Grant  Hall.  The 
co-operation  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings  in  finding  this 
accommodation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Recruiting  began  on  the  27th  October  1949,  and  on  the  1st 
January  1950  a  final  selection  of  twenty-seven  Flight  Cadets  was 
made  at  Air  Force  Headquarters.  Of  the  twenty-seven  members, 
three  were  selected  for  first  year  University  Air  Training  Plan 
(Summer  Flight  Training)  and  one  is  a  second  year  UATP 
Cadet. 

On  the  1st  February  1950  the  COTC  granted  the  use  of 
part  of  the  COTC  Gunshed  to  the  RCAF  and  a  move  from 
Grant  Hall  was  made  accordingly.  Lectures  were  commenced, 
and  by  the  28th  March  the  winter  syllabus  was  completed.  The 
lectures  consisted  of  six  hours  on  the  science  of  air  power,  four 
hours  on  Canadian  geography  and  five  hours  of  films  and 
lectures  by  guest  speakers. 

In  February  1950,  a  very  extensive  summer  training  plan 
was  approved  by  Air  Force  Headquarters.  Cadets  were  com¬ 
pletely  kitted  and  arrangements  were  made  for  transportation 
to  the  Indoctrination  Centre  at  London,  Ontario,  in  April  and 
May.  The  summer  training  consists  of  eight  weeks  training  at 
London  and  ten  to  eleven  weeks  of  formal  or  contact  training 
at  RCAF  schools  throughout  the  country.  A  breakdown  of  the 
Unit  strength  by  trades  and  type  of  summer  training  is  shown 
below :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NAVIGATION 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  the  report  on  the 
work  of  the  School  of  Navigation  for  the  thirty-sixth  session. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  large,  probably  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  This  has  been  due  largely  to  new 
regulations  regarding  the  operation  of  river  excursion  boats 
which  now  require  the  operators  of  these  boats  to  hold  govern¬ 
ment  certificates.  These  are  temporary  certificates  but  may  be 
renewed  without  further  examination. 

There  is  still  difficulty  for  the  operators  of  boats  carrying 
more  than  forty  passengers.  They  must  hold  permanent  cer¬ 
tificates  which  may  be  won  by  examination  only  after  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  time  spent  on  larger  ships.  So  some  of 
these  men  may  appear  later  at  the  school  to  gain  the  necessary 
standing. 

Certificates  were  granted  to  candidates  by  the  Government 


to  the  men  distributed  as  follows: 

Master  Inland  Waters  4 

Mate  Home  Trade  1 

Master  Minor  Waters  1 

Mate  Inland  Waters  .  5 

Master  Minor  Waters,  temporary  .  22 


Two  men  failed  because  of  color  blindness  and  two  others 
because  of  lack  of  knowledge.  These  may  come  up  again  after 
two  months.  There  were  several  who  withdrew  or  did  not  have 
sufficient  time  afloat.  One  man  attended  who  had  no  intention 
of  writing. 

The  annual  eyesight  tests  for  pilots  were  held  at  the  school 
in  January  and  about  twenty-five  men  were  examined. 

It  may  be  said  without  danger  of  contradiction  that  the 
work  of  our  school  stands  very  high  both  in  the  character  of 
instruction  and  in  results  achieved.  Already  men  are  enquiring 
about  next  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 


The  volume  of  student  business,  which  the  Alma  Mater 
Society  Executive  has  been  called  upon  to  deal  with,  has  for 
several  years  now  shown  an  upward  trend.  This  year  the  rate 
of  climb  seems  to  have  increased  alarmingly.  While  it  is 
admittedly  a  credit  to  the  executive,  it  is  also  most  encouraging 
to  note  that  they  have  worked  through  it  all  as  a  team,  no  one 
shirking  and  each  assuming  his  full  share  of  the  burden. 

Even  more  encouraging  is  the  fact  that  more  and  more 
students  are  volunteering  their  services  to  the  various  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  and  hence,  to  the  entire 
student  body.  The  executive  has  also  been  very  fortunate  in 
its  appointments  this  year,  in  having  attracted  to  the  various 
posts  a  group  of  very  responsible  persons. 

Dr.  Leonard  W.  Brockington  continued  in  the  third  year  of 
his  term  of  rectorship  of  the  University  and  continued  to  enjoy 
the  respect  and  gratitude  of  all  the  students  for  his  untiring 
efforts  on  their  behalf.  Through  his  good  offices,  the  students 
were  able  to  hear  addresses  from  Max  Freedman  of  the  Win¬ 
nipeg  Free  Press  in  October  and  the  Honourable  S.  K.  Kirpalani, 
High  Commissioner  for  India,  in  January.  Dr.  Brockington 
attended  the  latter  function,  returned  to  give  the  rectorial  address, 
which  was  exceptionally  well  received,  in  February,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Aesculapian  Society  in  March.  In  addition,  Dr. 
Brockington  was  of  service  to  the  students  on  numerous  other 
occasions,  consulting  with  them  and  advising  them  in  connection 
with  the  Students'  Health  Plan  and  taking  an  extremely  great 
interest  in  all  student  affairs. 

Early  in  the  fall  term.  Col.  D.  M.  Jemmett  was  asked  to 
accept  the  honorary  presidency  of  the  society.  It  was  most 
fitting  that  his  generous  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  students  as 
chairman  of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control  should  at  long  last 
have  received  recognition. 

Also  rather  early  in  the  fall  term,  the  students  presented 
to  the  Royal  Military  College  the  Queen's  Challenge  Shield 
during  ceremonies  In  which  the  Governor-General  participated 
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and  personally  presented  the  shield  to  the  winning  cadet.  The 
shield  was  tendered  as  a  token  of  appreciation  for  the  generosity 
and  goodwill  shown  by  the  College  in  affording  much  needed 
accommodation  to  the  students  during  the  war  years. 

An  addition  to  student  government  inaugurated  this  year 
was  the  Students'  Congress,  a  body  consisting  of  roughly  220 
representatives  of  the  various  campus  organizations.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Congress  is  to  bring  the  student  government  closer 
to  the  students  by  providing  a  channel  of  dissemination  of 
information  as  to  various  policies  followed  by  the  executive  and 
by  providing  a  reliable  sounding-board  of  student  opinion  with¬ 
out  having  to  resort  to  a  formal  referendum.  The  Congress  met 
early  in  November  and  proved  its  usefulness  by  indicating  the 
students'  preferences  with  respect  to  a  health  plan  and  the 
wishes  of  the  students  in  regard  to  the  financing  of  the  sports 
programme. 

This  year  the  Students'  Memorial  Union  has  been  able  to 
emphasize  the  foresight  of  its  planners.  In  providing  all  the 
services  which  were  anticipated  by  its  planners,  for  the  first 
time  it  has  made  available  to  the  students  facilities  not  found 
elsewhere  to  the  same  degree  and  the  appreciation  of  the 
students  has  been  demonstrated  on  several  occasions.  The 
efficient  manner  in  which  it  is  operated  commands  the  respect 
of  all  students. 

Again  this  year,  the  bulk  of  the  society's  policy  has  been 
formulated  in  committees,  ratified  at  subsequent  meetings  of  the 
executive.  One  of  the  most  important  and  serious  questions  so 
handled  has  been  that  of  the  Students'  Health  Service.  Accept¬ 
ing  the  recommendation  of  the  previous  committee,  an  endeavour 
was  made  to  find  a  suitable  replacement  for  the  present  Health 
Plan  in  a  broader,  more  comprehensive  insurance  scheme.  With 
this  objective  in  mind  it  contacted  some  17  Life  Insurance  and 
Casualty  Companies  and  presented  four  suitable  proposals, 
along  with  a  plan  to  be  run  by  the  students  themselves,  to  the 
Students'  Congress. 

The  Congress  indicated  that  two  of  the  plans  did  not  merit 
further  consideration  and  approved  the  remaining  three,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Students'  Plan  on  condition  that  it  could  be  shown 
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to  be  actuarily  and  administratively  feasible.  After  consult¬ 
ation  with  the  Rector,  the  committee  decided  to  withdraw  the 
latter  scheme  because  of  the  lack  of  a  suitable  reserve  fund, 
and  offered  a  choice  between  the  two  remaining  plans  to  the 
students  in  a  referendum  in  January.  It  was  gratifying  to  the 
committee  to  find  that  the  choice  of  the  students  overwhelmingly 
supported  the  same  scheme  which  fhe  committee  favoured. 
The  results  of  the  referendum,  the  details  of  the  scheme,  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  have  already  been  presented 
to  the  trustees. 

Another  committee  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  delved  into 
the  matter  of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control  finances  and  recom¬ 
mended  that  no  increase  in  student  interest  fees  be  forthcoming 
sn  that  account.  It  urged  the  board  to  effect  certain  economies 
and  suggested  that  an  executive  officer,  charged  with  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  policies  and  decisions  of  the  board,  be 
appointed.  The  report  was  approved  by  the  board  and  Prof. 
F.  L.  Bartlett  was  appointed  executive  officer  for  a  trial  period 
of  one  year. 

The  Planning  and  Research  Committee,  among  other  pro¬ 
jects,  was  instructed  to  compile  suitable  statistics  with  respect  to 
the  frequency  of  social  and  other  student  activities  on  the  campus 
and  its  report  indicates  that  in  the  interest  of  the  students  some 
action  will  have  to  be  taken  to  curtail  the  number  of  such 
activities. 

A  committee  investigating  the  administration  of  the  society's 
business  emphasized  in  its  report  what  a  great  debt  of  gratitude 
is  due  the  permanent  secretary-treasurer  for  his  guidance  and 
valuable  assistance.  It  also  pointed  to  the  great  demands  being 
made  on  his  time  and  to  the  fact  that  consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  in  the  near  future  to  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
secretary-treasurer  if  the  present  rate  of  increase  in  the  volume 
of  business  continues.  The  wholly  inadequate  remuneration 
being  paid  the  present  secretary-treasurer  suggests  that  a  source 
of  revenue  need  be  found  for  this  purpose. 

Another  committee  this  year  inaugurated  an  Open  House 
tour  of  the  University  in  February,  at  which  time  most  of  the 
buildings  of  the  University  were  thrown  open  to  students  and 
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public  alike,  the  majority  of  them  having  suitable  displays  of 
the  work  ordinarily  carried  on  there.  Its  unqualified  success 
was  due  in  part  to  the  efforts  of  the  committee,  in  part  to  the 
several  hundred  students  who  volunteered  to  work  as  guides 
and  to  man  the  display,  and  in  no  small  part  to  the  excellent 
cooperation  received  from  the  Principal  and  the  staff.  It  is 
highly  recommended  that,  in  the  interest  of  our  public  relations, 
these  tours  be  continued  in  the  future. 

Among  the  more  controversial  issues  that  arose  during  the 
year  were  the  questions  of  the  Agnostics  and  the  Model  Par¬ 
liament.  The  former  consisted  of  a  club  which  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  delving  into  the  religious  tenets  of  various  beliefs, 
and  some  question  arose  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  name  they 
chose.  It  was  tacitly  agreed  that  their  activities  would  not  be 
curtailed,  but  it  was  hoped  that  they  would  look  for  a  more  suit¬ 
able  name  in  the  coming  year.  The  controversy  with  regard  to 
the  Model  Parliament  arose  when  the  executive  had  them  for¬ 
feit  a  session  of  the  parliament,  which  had  been  called  off 
because  an  outside  political  speaker  (the  Honourable  George 
Drew)  was  unable  to  attend.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the  leaders 
of  the  forum  that  the  Model  Parliament  was  inaugurated  prim¬ 
arily  for  the  benefit  of  students  and  not  as  a  sounding  board  for 
political  parties.  The  cancellation  of  the  date  appeared  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  the  outside  political  speaker  was  dominating  the 
Parliament.  The  result  was  a  re-defining  of  the  constitution  of 
the  Parliment  following  the  challenging  and  upholding  of  the 
executive's  decision  in  the  Alma  Mater  Society  Court.  The 
A.M.S.  Court  was  also  called  on  to  perform  one  non-judicial 
function  during  the  course  of  the  year,  namely,  to  conduct  the 
health  referendum. 

The  A.M.S.  undertook  the  usual  programme  of  extra¬ 
curricular  functions.  The  Queen's  Revue  produced  another 
successful  musical  comedy.  Dear  Susie,  which,  while  not  too 
much  of  a  financial  success,  was  highly  praised  and  succeeded 
in  having  several  of  its  original  songs  published.  Three  Sports 
Nights  were  staged,  as  in  the  past,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Athletic  Board  of  Control.  Several  Open  House  dances  were 
held  on  the  dates  not  filled  by  year  dances.  Colour  Night,  the 
all  faculty  formal  and  presentation  of  awards,  was  the  usual 
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satisfactory  affair.  The  Journal  adopted  a  better  "news  cover¬ 
age"  policy  and  continued  to  be  well  received,  being  published 
again  on  a  bi-weekly  basis.  The  Tricolour  is  in  the  printing 
stage  and  indications  are  that  the  quality  of  the  publication  will 
be  maintained  despite  its  reduced  budget.  The  handbook  and 
directory,  the  Who's  Where ,  oppeared  surprisingly  early  in  the 
fall  and  the  services  of  its  editor  have  again  been  enlisted  for 
the  coming  year.  The  usual  number  of  other  activities  was 
slightly  increased. 

Other  minor  highlights  of  the  year  include  the  following: 
the  president  received  some  anonymous  funds  termed  "con¬ 
science  money"  which  were  turned  over  to  the  Padre  to  be 
administered  with  his  loan  fund.  The  regulations  regarding 
Open  House  dances  were  revised  and  more  strictly  enforced. 
After  the  Levana  Society  had  decided  to  abolish  the  wearing 
of  gowns  by  female  students,  the  gowns  were  purchased  by 
the  A.M.S.  and  will  be  made  available  to  graduating  students 
at  Convocation.  Queen's  students  participated  this  year  in  the 
National  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students,  two 
students  having  attended  the  national  conference  in  Ottawa  in 
the  fall,  but  the  heavy  drain  on  the  society's  finances  on  this 
account  indicates  that  we  may  again  have  to  withdraw  our 
membership.  The  intra-mural  programme  of  sports,  fully  ex¬ 
panded  within  the  limits  of  its  finances,  now  appears  to  be 
satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  the  students. 

On  the  whole,  the  affairs  of  some  twenty-six  hundred  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  society  were  conducted  this  year  in  a  manner  that 
reflects  the  mature  judgment  of  the  veteran  members  of  the 
executive  and  the  spirited  drive  of  the  non-veterans.  As  a  matter 
of  interest,  seven  of  the  ten  male  members  were  veterans,  five 
of  them  married,  four  of  them  fathers.  In  this  last  respect  at 
least  the  record  of  the  previous  executive  has  already  been 
exceeded.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 


After  twenty-three  years  in  the  Douglas  Library,  the  alumni 
and  employment  office  was  moved  last  fall  to  more  spacious 
quarters  in  the  Students'  Memorial  Union.  In  the  few  months 
that  have  elapsed  it  has  been  evident  that  the  transfer  was 
most  advantageous.  The  alumni  office  is  now  much  more  ac¬ 
cessible  to  graduates  and  students,  and  its  facilities  are  just  that 
much  more  available.  At  the  time  of  the  fall  reunion  the  build¬ 
ing  was  practically  taken  over  by  the  graduates  and  the  alumni 
office  was  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  various  groups  in  a 
manner  hitherto  not  possible.  During  the  year  students  have 
found  it  much  more  convenient  to  get  in  touch  with  the  employ¬ 
ment  office.  And  with  greatly  enlarged  possibilities  for  interview 
rooms  it  has  been  possible  to  improve  the  service  to  the  personnel 
representatives  of  potential  employers. 

The  alumni  office  has  continued  to  work  closely  with  the 
endowment  office.  Indeed,  so  interlocked  are  the  objectives  of 
the  two  it  is  of  major  importance  that  the  closest  liaison  be 
maintained. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  most  important  work  has  been  In 
bringing  up  to  date  the  addresses  of  Queen's  alumni.  The 
alumni  office  provided  the  endowment  office  with  complete  lists 
in  the  first  place  and  these  in  turn  were  distributed  to  thte 
various  centres.  Almost  at  once  complaints  began  to  come  back 
that  the  lists  were  full  of  errors.  The  alumni  office  has  usually 
about  500  Lost  Trails  but  the  endowment  committees  reported 
a  much  higher  percentage  of  missing  addresses.  Much  of  this 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  an  address  through  which  a  graduate 
could  be  reached  by  mail  was  not  necessarily  the  address  at 
which  he  or  she  was  currently  located. 

After  a  year  of  cooperation  with  the  endowment  office  the 
records  of  the  alumni  office  are  now  much  more  complete  and 
accurate.  There  is  a  daily  exchange  of  information  between 
the  two  departments.  In  a  period  of  six  months  the  alumni  office 
sent  upwards  of  1900  changes  of  address  to  the  endowment  office 
and  the  return  traffic  was  proportionately  impressive.  Every 
possible  source  of  information  is  used:  letters  are  sent  to  friends. 
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relatives,  employers;  returned  mail  is  followed  up;  telephone 
directories  are  consulted;  professional  and  other  directories  and 
lists  are  checked  methodically.  At  times  every  member  of  the 
alumni  and  employment  offices  is  involved  in  the  work  of 
tracking  down  elusive  alumni. 

The  alumni  office  has  also  helped  in  endowment  and  general 
university  publicity.  In  addition  to  assisting  with  general  news 
releases  and  special  articles,  four  issues  of  a  four-page  news 
sheet,  called  the  Queens  Bulletin,  were  sent  out  to  all  graduates. 

Alumni  Statistics 

Living  graduates  of  the  University  now  number  12,580.  By 
faculties  these  are  as  follows:  Arts,  7,023;  Science,  3,327; 
Medicine,  1,848;  Commerce,  760;  Theology,  101*;  Nursing  Sci¬ 
ence,  20;  honorary,  162.  Of  these,  661  hold  degrees  in  more 
than  one  faculty.  The  number  of  deceased  graduates  is  3,100. 

The  distribution  by  provinces  is  as  follows :  British  Columbia, 
421;  Alberta,  248;  Saskatchewan,  320;  Manitoba,  186;  Ontario, 
8,231;  Quebec,  1,124;  New  Brunswick,  104;  Nova  Scotia,  98;  Prince 
Edward  Island,  18;  Newfoundland,  27;  North  West  Territories 
and  Yukon,  19;  United  States,  1,050;  Other  284.  In  addition, 
there  are  450  for  whom  addresses  are  lacking  at  present. 


Membership 

The  paid-up  membership  at  the  end  of  March,  1950  was 
3,164.  While  this  was  a  slight  decrease  from  the  total  for  the 
corresponding  six  months  in  the  previous  year,  it  represented 
the  second  highest  mark  in  the  history  of  the  association.  At 
the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  September  30,  1949,  the  member¬ 
ship  was  3,546,  a  new  record. 

There  are  now  234  life  members.  Of  these,  twenty-four 
joined  within  the  past  year.  In  addition  there  are  nineteen  who 
are  deceased.  The  new  life  members  are  as  follows :  Miss  Helen

Reunion  Programme 

For  the  first  time  in  ten  years,  a  normal  reunion  programme 
was  attempted  last  fall,  on  the  week-end  of  the  Queen's-Western 
football  game.  Under  the  Dix  Plan,  forty  classes  were  scheduled 
to  hold  a  reunion  and  most  of  these  were  represented,  as  well 
as  a  number  of  other  classes  which  held  formal  or  informal 
gatherings. 

Registration  headquarters  were  set  up  in  the  new  Students' 
Memorial  Union.  In  fact,  the  Union  was  practically  turned  over 
to  the  alumni  for  the  entire  week-end.  There  were  many  new 
features  for  the  graduates  to  admire  on  the  campus  but  none 
came  in  for  more  attention  than  the  beautiful  new  Union 
Building. 

A  new  development  which  was  well  received  and  which 
may  become  a  feature  attraction  at  future  reunions  was  the 
Reunion  Dinner  in  the  Great  Hall  on  Saturday  night.  The  idea 
started  when  one  class  was  unable  to  find  quarters  for  its  dinner 
and  booked  a  corner  of  the  Hall.  Another  class  took  another 
corner,  and  so  on,  until  it  was  finally  decided  to  make  one  big 
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function  and  to  admit  all  graduates,  regardless  of  whether  their 
class  had  planned  a  dinner  or  not.  Among  the  classes  repre¬ 
sented  were  '99,  'll,  '12,  '13,  '14,  '24,  '30,  '31,  '33,  '36,  and  '49. 

The  one  discordant  note  in  connection  with  the  dinner  was 
the  fact  that  many  alumni  were  unable  to  gain  admittance. 
There  had  been  no  advance  indication  that  the  affair  would  be 
a  sell-out  and  when  the  Hall  was  filled  there  was  no  way 
of  accommodating  the  others.  Most  accepted  the  situation  in 
good  part.  A  recurrence  of  this  state  of  affairs  can  easily  be 
avoided. 

The  alumni  luncheon,  which  was  held  in  the  Great  Hall 
and  served  cafeteria  style,  also  proved  to  be  highly  popular  as 
it  afforded  the  alumni  an  excellent  opportunity  to  meet  others 
who  were  in  town  for  the  reunion.

P.  E.  H.  Brady,  Arts  '41,  Ottawa;  W.  A.  Dawson,  Sc.  '23,  Hamilton, 
D.  G.  Geiger,  Sc.  '22,  Toronto,  and  H.  E.  Searle,  Sc.  '22,  New 
York.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of  three 
'past  presidents,  the  president  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  four¬ 
teen  other  elected  or  appointed  members,  and  the  presidents  of 
the  branches. 

In  the  annual  election  which  closed  on  September  30,  four 
retiring  members  were  re-elected  and  one  new  member  elected 
to  the  board.  The  directors,  to  serve  a  three-year  term,  were 
Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce,  Sc.  '09,  Arts  '11,  Kingston;  Dr.  O.  A.  Carson, 
Sc.

'25,  Hamilton,  was  appointed  to  complete  his 
term. 
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Annual  and  Directors'  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  was  held  in  Grant 
Hall  on  October  14  as  part  of  the  university  reception  programme. 
The  reunion  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Corry,  Hardy 
professor  of  political  science,  who  spoke  on  the  situation  in 
Western  Europe.  M.  N.  Hay,  chairman  of  the  Central  Endow¬ 
ment  Committee,  gave  a  progress  report  for  the  endowment  cam¬ 
paign,  revealing  commendable  results  but  with  a  great  deal  of 
work  still  to  be  done. 

Directors'  meetings  were  held  on  May  21  and  October  14, 
and  meetings  of  the  executive  as  required. 


Branch  Activities 

Eighty-two  meetings  of  various  kinds,  not  counting  those 
exclusively  connected  with  the  endowment  campaign,  were  held 
by  alumni  branches.  These  included  dinners,  teas,  luncheons, 
dances,  smokers,  card  parties,  picnics  and  variety  programmes.

The  Montreal  Medal,  awarded  annually  by  the  Montreal 
branch  "for  meritorious  contribution  to  the  honour  of  Queen's", 
was  presented  this  year  to  Dr.  M.  B.  Baker,  emeritus  professor 
of  geology.  The  presentation  was  made  at  a  dinner  meeting 
in  the  Queen's  Hotel  on  September  27. 


The  Queen's  Review 

The  usual  nine  issues  of  the  Review  were  published  during 
the  year,  the  circulation  being  maintained  at  5,000.  Coverage 
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was  given  to  new  developments,  plans  for  the  future,  and  news¬ 
worthy  features  of  the  past  as  well  as  to  personal  items  about 
alumni,  friends  and  benefactors.  Major  news  stories  of  the  year 
included  attainment  of  the  endowment  objective  of  $175,000  in 
in  annual  contributions  from  the  alumni,  official  opening  of  the 
Students'  Memorial  Union  by  the  Governor-General,  Viscount 
Alexander  of  Tunis;  official  opening  of  the  new  extension  to 
Gordon  Hall,’  official  opening  of  the  synchrotron  laboratory, 
appointment  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Ettinger  as  Dean  of  Medicine,  and 
appointment  of  M.  C.  Tillotson  as  Treasurer  of  the  University. 


Alma  Mater  Society 

Close  contact  was  maintained  between  the  alumni  office 
and  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  student-governing  body,  to  the 
advantage  of  both  organizations. 


Engineering  Proceedings 

Volume  Number  33  of  the  Engineering  Proceedings  was 
brought  out  by  the  alumni  office  for  the  Service  Control  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Engineering  Society.  Consisting  of  261  pages,  the 
book  contained  chronological  and  alphabetical  lists  of  the  en¬ 
gineering  graduates,  together  with  their  addresses  and  details 
of  their  positions,  and  other  pertinent  information. 

Employment  Service 

Although  the  market  for  university  graduates  fell  off  con¬ 
siderably  it  appeared  that  most  of  the  members  of  the  final- 
year  class  would  be  able  to  find  employment.  This  year  the 
demand  was  about  equal  to  the  supply  whereas  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years  the  demand  was  much  greater. 

The  record  graduating  class  in  1949  was  readily  absorbed 
but  in  the  process  many  companies  filled  their  requirements  for 
junior  personnel,  with  the  result  that  there  were  fewer  oppor¬ 
tunities  this  year.  Most  of  the  larger  industries  continued  their 
practice  of  sending  personnel  representatives  to  the  campus 
even  though  they  did  not  have  many  openings  available.  In- 
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dications  were  that  all  graduates  would  be  placed,  but  all  might 
not  get  exactly  what  they  wanted  in  the  location  or  industry 
they  preferred. 

The  demand  for  salesmen  was  particularly  high.  At  one 
time  sales  opportunities  were  confined  in  the  main  to  the  life 
insurance  field,  but  now  a  good  potential  salesman  has  a  wide 
choice. 

The  picture  was  bright  for  summer  employment  and  gener¬ 
ally  speaking  all  who  wanted  jobs  were  able  to  obtain  them. 
In  some  cases  student  engineers  were  not  able  to  get  employ¬ 
ment  in  their  own  fields,  but  work  of  some  kind  was  available. 
More  and  more  employers  are  creating  opportunities  for  summer 
employment  in  order  to  have  a  chance  to  look  over  potential 
employees  for  their  permanent  staff.

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REPORT  OF  QUEEN'S  UNIVERSITY  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Queen's 
University  Alumnae  Association  for  the  year  1949-50. 

The  membership  remains  about  the  same  as  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  about  700,  including  30  life  members.  The  branches 
have  raised  funds  for  the  Women's  Residence  Extension,  and 
have  shared  with  the  Alumni  in  the  endowment  campaign 
project. 

In  May,  at  the  convocation  week-end  more  than  one  hundred 
graduates  returned  to  Queen's  for  a  week-end  house-party  at 
Ban  Righ  Hall  to  celebrate  the  Golden  Anniversary  of  the 
Alumnae.  At  that  time  announcement  was  made  that  the  new 
extension  to  Ban  Righ  Hall  would  be  begun  during  the  summer, 
and  prior  to  the  anniversary  dinner  the  sod  was  turned  by  Mrs. 
Douglas  Chown,  who  also  gave  the  history  of  Fifty  Years  of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  It  was  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  graduates 
as  a  whole  that  at  that  time  the  University  saw  fit  to  honour 
Miss  Wilhelmina  Gordon  with  the  degree  of  LL.D. 

The  Alumnae  Association  had  four  delegates  at  the  tri¬ 
ennial  conference  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University 
Women,  which  was  held  in  Vancouver  in  August,  1949.  Three 
of  our  Alumnae  are  executive  members  of  the  C.F.U.W.;  Mrs. 
W.  R.  Hambly  a  vice-president,  Miss  Jean  Royce  and  Miss  Dora 
Stock  conveners.  We  were  also  represented  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Women  held  in  Vancouver 
in  May,  1949,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Consumers  held  in  Ottawa. 

The  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  has  been  awarded  to  Miss 
Marion  Robins,  B.A.  (Honours)  from  Queen's,  who  has  been 
studying  this  year  at  Laval  University.  She  hopes  to  continue 
her  studies  at  La  Sorbonne,  Paris,  France,  and  proposes  to  do 
original  research  in  French  language  and  literature.  Miss 
Robins  was  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Women's  Army  Corps 
for  four  years,  three  of  which  were  served  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Among  other  graduates  to  receive  recognition  is  Miss 
Muriel  Uprichard,  Arts  '43,  who  has  been  appointed  national 
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director  of  the  Canadian  Junior  Red  Cross,  and  has  been  asked 
to  become  the  non-nurse  educational  adviser  to  the  International 
Council  of  Nurses.  The  National  Society  for  Crippled  Children 
and  Adults  in  Chicago  awarded  to  Miss  Martha  Murphy,  past 
president  of  the  Toronto  branch,  one  of  the  twelve  fellowships 
for  women  given  by  the  Alpha  Gamma  Delta  International 
Fraternity  in  the  spring  of  1949.  This  award  carried  with  it  six 
weeks'  graduate  study  at  Bellevue  Medical  Centre,  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  rehabilitation  and  employment  counselling  of  persons 
suffering  from  cerebral  palsy  and  serious  multiple  disabilities. 

The  selection  of  the  name,  Bennington  Heights  School,  for 
the  new  East  York  Public  School  pays  tribute  to  the  faithful  and 
competent  work  of  Mrs.  F.  M.  Weatherhead  (Evelyn  Benning¬ 
ton,  Arts  '24)  in  the  Toronto  Home  and  School  Association  and 
Council.  Miss  Martha  Shepherd,  Arts  '35,  has  been  appointed 
assistant  librarian  for  the  new  National  Library  being  estab¬ 
lished  at  Ottawa.

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1949.  Until  this  year  the 
Endowment  Office  has  reported  benefactions  received  during  the 
University's  fiscal  year.  In  the  latter  part  of  1949  the  Board  of 
Trustees  decided  that  the  Endowment  Office  should  operate  on 
a  calendar  year  basis.  This  policy  was  inaugurated  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  handling  of  certain  accounting  problems  and  income 
tax  matters.

Benefactions  During  Year 

The  grants,  gifts  and  bequests,  from  other  than  government 
sources,  received  by  Queen's  from  January  1,  1949  to  December 
31,  1949,  are  recorded  below  in  summary  form.  During  the  fiscal 
year  1948-49,  approximately  one  thousand  benefactions  of  vary¬ 
ing  amounts  were  received.  During  the  1949  calendar  year, 
because  of  intensive  endowment  campaign  activities,  approxi¬ 
mately  five  thousand  benefactions  were  received.  For  the  sake 
of  economy,  individual  gifts  are  not  shown  in  detail  this  year. 

Benefactions  in  cash  or  securities  during  1949,  as  shown  be¬ 
low,  totalled  $1,068,317.85  in  comparison  with  $549,387.48, 
$192,040.74,  $584,255.55,  $157,497.23  and  $251,719.57  in  the  five 
years  immediately  preceding. 

Approximately  50%  of  the  alumni  contributed  over  $165,000 
to  the  University  during  1949.  In  the  fiscal  year  ending  March 
31,  1949,  approximately  8%  of  the  alumni  contributed  about 
$40,000.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  during  1949  the  alumni  contributed 
$113,967.78  to  the  Alumni  (Maintenance)  Fund.  That  sum  is 
equivalent  to  the  interest  on  an  endowed  capital  sum  of  over 
three  million  dollars.  Queen's  alumni  are  truly  her  living  en¬ 
dowment. 

Many  of  the  alumni  cannot  afford  to  donate  large  amounts. 
The  average  alumni  gift  in  1949  amounted  to  $33.71.  While  the 
overall  total  could  not  have  been  attained  without  the  larger 
donations,  it  is  equally  true  that  the  total  would  not  have  been 
attained  without  the  great  number  of  smaller  donations  that 
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icrnged  from  $1  to  10  to  15  to  20  to  25.  The  smaller  contributions 
count  all  out  of  proportion  to  their  size. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  unrestricted  donations  to  the  Alumni 
(Maintenance)  Fund.  This  fund  will  assist  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  meet  pressing  immediate  needs  and  to  cope  with  new  needs 
and  opportunities  as  they  arise.  Much  as  unrestricted  donations 
are  preferred.  Queen's  of  course  accords  to  everyone  the  right  to 
allocate  their  gifts.  The  University  uses  wisely  and  effectively 
every  contribution  that  is  made  to  it.

Fund  Legends 

(a)  The  objective  of  the  Alumni  (Maintenance)  Fund  is  to  secure  unrestricted  gifts 
to  be  used  for  the  current  expense  budget  of  Queen’s.  The  fund  is  sponsored  by 
the  Alumni  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  in  the  financial  support  of  the 
University. 

(b)  The  objective  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  to  secure  capital  gifts.  Often  these  gifts 
are  restrictive  in  that  the  donor  may  specify  that  only  the  interest  from  them  and 
not  the  principal  may  be  used  for  restricted  or  unrestricted  purposes.  Ordinarily, 
these  gifts  originate  from  donors  of  large  means,  or  from  bequests. 

(c)  The  objective  of  the  Scholarship  Fund  is  to  create  capital  amounts,  the  interest 
from  which  can  be  used  for  scholarships,  bursaries,  prizes  and  student  loans. 

(d)  The  objective  of  the  fund  marked  ‘Other  Projects’  is  to  secure  gifts  to  be  used  for  the 
acquisition  of  buildings  and  special  equipment,  and  for  the  financing  of  research 

projects.
